33 And his diſciples ſay. unto him, 
Whence ſhould we have ſo much bread 
in the wilderneſs, as to fill ſo great a 
mutritude ? 

34 Aad Jeſus ſaith unto them, How 
many loaves have ye? and they ſaid, 
Seven, and a few little fiſhes. 

35 And he commanded the multitude 
to fit. down on the ground. 

36 And he took the ſeven loaves, and 
the fihes, and gave thanks, and brake 
them and gave to his diſciples, and the 


| ditcipltes to the multitude. 


17 And they did all eat, and were fill- 
ed: and they took up of the broken 
meat that was left, ſeven baſkets full. 

38 And they that did eat were four 
thouſand men, beſide women and chil- 
dren. 85 

39 And he ſent away the multitude, 
and took ſhip, and came into the coaſts 


of Magdala. ' |

g Which when Jeſus perceived, he ſaid 
unto them, ye of little fairh, why rea- 
ſon ye among yourſelves , becauſe 'ye 
have brought no bread. 

9 Do ye not yet underſtand, neither 
remember the five loaves of the five 
thouſand, and how many baſkets ye 
took up? | 

10 Neither the ſeven loaves of the four 
thouſand , and how many baſkets ye 
took up? 7 . 

n How is it that ye do not under- 
ſtand, that I ſpake ir not to you con- 
cerning bread, that ye ſhould beware of 


the leaven of the Phariſees „and of the 


Sadducees ? F 

12 Then underſtood they how that he 
bade #hem not beware of the leaven of 
bread, but of the doctrine of the Phari-- 
ſees, and of the Sadducees. 

13 } When Jeſus came into the coaſts 
of Ceſarea Philippi, he aſked his diſci- 
ples, ſaying, Whom do men ſay, that l, 
the Son of man, am? 


14 And they ſaid, Some ſay that thor 


art John de Baptiſt, ſome Elias, and 
others Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 


15 He ſaith unto them, But whom ſay 


ye that I am? 
16 And Simon Peter anſwered and 


ſaid, Thou art Chriſt the Son of the 


living God. | 
r7 And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 


him, Bleſſed art thou Simon Bar-jona :

| I will give unto thee the keys 
dom of heaven: and what- 
ſoever thou\ſhalt bind on earth, ſhall be 
bound in heaven: and whatſoever thou

20 Then charged he his diſciples, that 
they ſhould tell no man that he was Je- 
ſus the Chriſt. 

21 N From that time forth began Je- 
ſus to ſhew unto his diſciples, how that 
he muſt go unto Jeruſalem, and ſuffer 
many things of the elders, and chief. 
prieſts, and ſcribes, and be killed, and 
be raiſed again the third day. 

22 Then Peter took him, and began 

to rebuke him, ſaying, Be it far from 
thee, Lord: this ſhall not be unto 
thee. 
23 But he turned, and ſaid unto Pe- 
ter, Get thee behind me, Satan, thou 
art an offence unto me: for thou ſa- 
voureſt not the things tliat be of God, 
but thoſe that be of men. 

24 J Then ſaid Jeſus unto his diſci- 


ples, If any man will come after me, let 


him deny himſeif, and take up his croſs, 

and follow me. | 

25 For whoſoever will ſave his life, 
ſhall loſe ir: and whoſoever will loſe his 
life for my ſake, ſhall find it. 

26 For what is a man profited, if he 
ſhall gain the whole world, and loſe his 
own ſoul? or what ſhall a man give in 
exchange for his ſoul? 

27 For the Son of man ſhall come in 
the glory of the Father, with his angels; 
and then he ſhall reward every man ac- 
cording to his Forks. _ 

23 Verily 1 ſay unto you, There be 
ſome ſtanding here, which ſhall nor taſte 
of death, till they ſee the Son of man, 
coming in his kingdom. 

CHAP. XVII.

6 And when the diſciples heard ie, they | 
fell on their face, and were ſore afraid. 

7 And Jeſus came and touched them, 
and ſaid, and be not afraid. | 

8 And when they had lift up their 
eyes, they ſaw no man fave Jeſus only. 

9 And as they came down from the 
mountain, Jeſus charged them, ſaying , 
Tell the vifion to na man, until the Son 
of man be riſen again from the dead. 

10 And his diſciples aſked him, ſay- 


ing, Why then ſay the ſcribes that Elias 


muſt firit come? 

1 And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
them, Elias truly ſhall firſt come, and 
reſtore all things : 

12 But I fay unto you, that Elias is 
come already, and they knew him not, 
but have done unto him whatſoever they 
liſted : likewiſe ſhall alſo the Son of 
man ſuffer of them. 

13 Then the diſciples unterſtood that 
he ſpake unto them of John the Baptiſt. 

14 And when they were come to 
the multitude , there came to him a cer- 
tain man, kneeling down to him, and 
ſaying, | | 

13 Lord, have mercy on my ſon, for 
he is lunatick, and ſore vexed : for oft- 
times he falleth into the fire, and oft in- 
to the water. ; 

16 And I brought him to thy diſciples, 
and they could not cure kim. 

17 Then Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, O 
faithleſs and perverſe generation, how 
long ſhalll be with you? how long ſhall 
1 ſuffer you? bring him hicker to me. 

18 And Jeſus rebuked the devil, and 
he departed out of him: and the child 
was cured from that very hour. 5 

19 Then came the diſciples to Jeſus 
apart, and ſaid, Why could not we caſt 
him out? 

20 And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Becauſe 
of your unbelief: for verily 1 ſay unto 
you, if ye have faith as a grain of mu- 
ſtard-ſeed, ye ſhall ſay untb this moun- 
tain. Remove hence to yonder place, and 
it ſhall remove; and nothing ſhalt be 
impoſſible unto you. | 
_ 21 Howbeir this kind goeth not out, 
but by prayer and faſting. 

22 | And while they abode in Ga- 
lilee, Jeſus ſaid unto them, The Son of 
man ſhall be betrayed into the bands of 


men:

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2j And they ſhall kill him, and the 
third day he ſhall be raiſed again: and 
they were exceeding ſorry.” 

24 U And when they were come to 
Capernaum , they that received tribute- 
money, came to Peter, and ſaid, Doth 
not your maſter pay tribute? 

25 He faith, Yes. And when he was 
come into the houſe, Jeſus prevented 
him, ſaying, What thinkeſt thou, Si- 
mon? of whom do the kings of the 
earth rake cuſtom or tribute? 2 of their 
own children, or of ſtrangers ? 

26 Peter faith unto him, Of ſtrangers. 


Jeſus ſaith unto him, Then are the chil- 


dren free. 

27 Notwithſtanding , leſt we ſhould 
offend them , go thou to the ſea „ and 
caſt an hook, and take up the fiſh that 
firſt cometh up : and when thou haſt 

opened his mouth, thou ſhalt find a piece 
of money: that take, and * unto 
them for me and thee. 

OHA. XVI... 

1 Chriſt teacheth to be humble. 7. Touching 
. offences, 21. and forgiving one another. 
32 The unmerciful ſervant. 

T the fame time came the diſciples 
- unto Jeſus, ſaying, Who is the 
greateſt in the kingdom of heaven? 

2 And Jeſus called a little child unto 


him, and ſet him in the midſt of them, 


3 And faid , Verily I ſay unto you, 
Except ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye ſhall nor enter into 


the kingdom of heaven. 


| fences come: 


4 Whoſoever therefore ſhall humble 


himſef as this little child, the ſame is 


greateſt in the kin dom of heaven. 


5 And who fo ſhall receive one ſuch 
little child in my name, receiveth me. 


6 But 1 1. ſhall offend one of theſe 


berter for was that a milſtone were 
hanged about his neck, and that he 
were drowned in the depth of the ſea. 

7 wo unto the world becauſe of 
offences: for it muſt needs be that of- 
but wo to that man by 
whom the offence cometh. * 

8 Wherefore, if thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off, and caſt them 
from thee : it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed , rather than 
having two hands or two feet, to be caſt 
in everlaſting fire. . 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out, and caſt iz from thee: it is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into liſe with one 
eye, rather than having two eyes, , to be 
caſt into hell-fire. 

10 Take heed that; ye deſpiſe not one 
of theſe little ones; for 1 ſay unto you, 


bound in heaven: 
ſhall looſe on earth, {hall be looſed i in :

that in heaven their angels do always 


behold the face of my Farther which is 
in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to ſave 
that which was loſt. 

12 How think 'ye? if a man have an 
hundred ſheep, and one of them be gone 
aſtray , doth not he leave the ninety 
and nine, and goeth into the moun- 
rains , and ſeeketh that which is gone 
aſtray ? 


13 And if ſo be that he find it, verily 


I fay unto you, he rejoiceth more of 
that ſheep, than of the ninety and nine 
which went nor aſtray. 

14 Even fo it is not the will of your 


Father which is in heaven, that one of 


theſe little ones ſhould periſh. 

15 J Moreover, if thy brother ſhall 
treſpaſs againſt thee, go and tell him 
his fault between thee and him alone: 
if he ſhall hear thee, thou haſt gained 
thy brother. 

16 Bur if he will not hear rhee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that in 
the mouth of two or three witneſſes 
every word may be eſtabliſhed. 

17 And if he ſhall negle& to hear 
them, tell it unto the church: but if 
he neglect to hear the church, let him 


be unto thee as an heathen man and a 


publican. 

18 Verily 1 ſay unto you, Whatſo- 
ever ye ſhall bind on earth, ſhall be 
and whatſoer er ye 


heaven. 

19 Again I ſay unto you, that if two 
of you ſhall agree on earth as touching 
any thing that they ſhall ask, ir ſhall be 
done for them of my Father which is in 
heaven. 

20 For where two or three are ga- 
thered together in my name, there am 
I in the midſt of them. 


21 } Then came Peter to him, and 


ſaid, Lord, how oft ſhall my brother ſin 
againſt me, and I forgive him? till ſe- 
ven times ? 

22 Jeſus ſaith unto him, I ſay not un- 
to thee, Until ſeven times: but, until 
ſeventy times ſeven. ? 

23 Therefore is the kingdom of 
heaven likened unto a rtertain king, 
which would rake account of his ſer- 
vants. 

24 And when he had begun to reckon 
one was brougt unto him which owed 
him ten thouſand talents. 

25 But foraſmuch as he had nor to 
pay, his Lord commanded him to be fold, 
and his wife and children, and all that 
he had, and payment to be made.

26 The ſervant therefore fell down 
and worſhipped him, ſaying, Lord, have 
8 with me, and 1 will pay thee 


27 Then the lord of that ſervant was 
moved with compaſſion, and looſed him, 
and forgave him the debt. . 

28 But the ſame ſervant went out, 


and found one of his fellow - ſervants 


which owed him an hundred pence : aid 
he laid hands on him, and took him by 
the throat, ſaying » Pay me that thou ow- 
eſt. 

29 And his FS IR A fell down at 
his feet, and beſought him, ſaying, Have 


patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 


30 And he would not: bur went and 
caſt him into priſon till he ſhould pay the 
debt. 

31 So when his fellow - ſervants ſaw 
what was done , they were very ſorry, 
and came and told unto their lord all that 
was done. 

2 Then his lord, after that he had 
called him, ſaid unto him, O thou wick- 
ed ſervant, I forgave thee all that debt, 
becauſe thou deſiredſt me: 

33 Shouldſt not thou alſo have had com- 


paffion on thy fellow - ſervant, even as 


I had pity on thee ? 

34 And his lord was wroth, and deli- 
vered him to the tormentors , till he 
ſhould pay all that was due unto him. 

35 So likewiſe ſhall my heavenly Fa- 
ther do alſo unto you, if ye from your 
hearts forgive not every one his ER 
their treſpaſſes. 

CHAP. XIX.

ſus had finiſhed theſe ſayings, he 
departed from Galilze and came into the 
coaſts of Judea, beyond Jordan:

5 And faid, For this cauſe ſhall a 


man leave father, and mother, and ſhall - 
and they twain ſhall 


cleave to his wife : 
be one fleſh. 


6 Wherefore, they are no more tuain, 


hut one fleſh. What therefore God hath 


joined together, let no man put aſunder 
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7 They ſay unto, him, Why did Moſes 
then command to give a ROY of di- 
vorcement, and to pu ut her away ? = 

8 He ſaith unto them, Moſes, becauſe _ 
of the hardneſs of your hearts, ſuffered 
you to put away our wives: but from 
the beginnig it was not ſo. 


9 And I ſay unto you, Whoſoever ſhall = 


put away his wife, except iz be for for- 
nication , and ſhall marry another, com- 
mitteth adultery : and who fo marrieth her 
which is put away, doth commit adultery, 

10 J His diſciples ſay unto him, If the 
caſe of the man be ſo with bis wife, it 
is not good to marry. | 

n Bur he ſaid unto them, All men 
cannot receive this faying, ſave — to 
whom it is given. 

12 For there are ſome eunuchs, which 
were ſo born from their mothers womb : 
and there are ſome eunuchs, which were 
made eunuchs of men: and there be eu- 
nuchs, which Rave made themfelves eu- 
nuchs, for the kingdom of heavens ſake. 
He that is able to receive ir, let him re- 
ceive it. | 

13 J Then were there brought unto 
him little children, that he ſhould put 
his hands on them and pray: and the 
diſciples rebuked them. 

14 But Jeſus ſaid , ſuffer little chil- 
dren, and forbid them not to come un- 
to me: for of ſuch is the kingdom of hea- 
ven. 

15 And he laid his hands on them, and 
departed thence: 

16 NJ And behold, one came and ſaid 
unto him, Good maſter, what good thing 
ſhall F do that l may have eternal life? 

17 And he ſaid umo him, Why call- 
eſt thou me good? rhere is none good 
but one, #bat is God: bur if thou 
wilt enter into life, keep the command- 
ments. 

18 He ſaith unto him, Which? leſus 
ſaid, Thou ſhalt do no murder, Thou 
ſhalt not commit adultery, Thou ſhalt 
not ſteal, Thou ſhalt not bear falſe wit- 
neſs, 

19 Honour thy father and 2h mother: 
and, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as 
thyſelf. 

20 The young man 0 aith unto him , All 
theſe things have I kept from my youth 
up: whar lack I yet? 

21 Jeſus ſaid unto him, If theu wilt 
be perfedt „ go and {ell that thou haſt, 
and give to the poor, and thou ſhalt have 
treaſure in heaven: and come and follow 
me. 

22. But when the young man heard 
that ſaying, he went away ſorrowful: 
for he had great poſſeſſions. 5 

33 23 J Then

30 But many bas are firſt, ſhall be 
laſt; and the laſt Shall be firſt, 
CHAP. XX.

8 So when even was come, the lord of 
the vineyard ſaith unto his ſteward, Call 
the labourers, and give them their hire 


beginning from the laſt unto the firſt.

hired about the eleventh hour, they re- 
ceived every man a peny. 

10 But when the firſt came, they ſup- 
poſed thar they ſhould have received 
more, and they likewiſe received every 
man a peny.

3 And the multitude rebuked them, 
becauſe they ſhould hold their peace: but 
they cried the more, ſaying, Have mercy 
on us, O Lord, thou fon of David. 

32 And Jefus ſtood ſtill, and called 
them, and ſaid, What will ye that I ſhall 
do unto you? IK, 

33 They ſay unto him, Lord, that our 
eyes may be opened. | 

34 So Jeſus had compaſſion on them, 
and touched their eyes: and immediate- 
ly their eyes received fight, and they 
followed him.

32 And before him ſhall be gathered 
all nations; and he ſhall ſeparate them 


one from another, as a ſhepherd divi- 


deth his ſheep from the goats: 
' 33 And he ſhall ſer the ſheep on his 

right hand, but the goats on the left. 

34 Then ſhall- rhe king ſay unto them 
on his right hand, Come, ye bleſſed of 
my Father, inherit the kingdom prepa- 
red for you from the foundation of the 
world. 

15 For I was an hungred, and ye gave

8 Bur when his diſciples ſaw ir, they 
had indignation, faying, To' what pur- 
pole is this waſte? _ | 

9 For this ointment might have been 
ſold for much, and given to the poor. 

10 When Jeſus underſtood ie, he ſaid 
unto them , Why trouble ye the wo- 
man ? for ſhe hath wrought a good 
work upon me. | bo 

1 For ye have the poor always with 
you, but me ye have not always. 5 

12 For in that ſhe hath poured this 
ointment on my body, ſhe did iz for my 
burial. | | 

13 Verily I ſay unto you, Whereſoe- 
ver this goſpel ſhall be preached in the - 
whole world, there ſhall alſo this, that 
-this woman hath done, be rold for a 
memorial of her. a a 

14. N Then one of the twelve called Ju- 
das Iſcarior, went unto the chief prieſts, 

_15 And faid wnto rhem, What will ye 
give me, and I will deliver him unto 
vou? And they covenanted with him 
for thirty pieces of filver, 


16 And 
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16 And from that time he ſought ap- 


portunity to betray him. 
17 N Now the firſt day of the feaſt of 


unleavened bread, the diſciples came to 
Jeſus, ſaying unto him, Where wilt thou 


that we prepare for thee to eat the paſſ- 
over? ; 


18 And he ſaid, Go into the city to 


ſuch a, man, and ſay unto him, The 


Maſter ſaith , My time is at hand, I will 
keep the paſſover at thy houſe with my 
diſciples. | 


19 And the diſciples did as Jeſus had

20 Now when the even was come, he 
fart down with the twelve. | 

21 And as they did eat, he ſaid, Ve- 
rily 1 ſay unto you, that one of you ſhall 
betray me. 

22: And they were exceeding ſorrow- 
ful, and began every one of them to ſay 
unto him, Lord is it 1? | 

23 And he anſwered and faid , He 
that dippeth his hand with me ia the 
diſh, the ſame ſhall betray me. 

24 The Son of man goeth as it is writ- 
ten of him: but wo unto that man by 
whom the Son of man is berrayed: it 
had been good for that man, if he ha 
not be born.. i | L 

25 Then Judas, which. betrayed him, 
anſwered and ſaid, Maſter, is it I? He 
ſaid unto him, Thou haſt ſaid: * 

26. J And as they were eating, Jeſus 
took bread, and bleſſed irt, and brake iz, 
and gave it to the diſciples, and ſaid, 
Take, eat; this is my body. 

27 And he took the cup, and gave 


Thanks, and gave it to them, ſaying, 


Drink ye all of it: 


238 For this is my blood of the new 


teſtament, which is ſhed for many for 
the remiſſion of ſins. 

29 But I ſay unto you, I will not drink 
henceforth of this fruit of de vine, un- 
til that day when I drink it new with 
you in my Fathers kingdom. 

30 And whenthey had ſung an Hymn, 


they went out into the mount of Olives. 


31 Then ſaith Jeſus unto them, All 


ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me this 


night: for it is written, I will ſmite 
the ſhepherd, and the ſheep of theflock 
ſhall be ſcatrered abroad. | 

32 But after I am riſen again, I will 
go before you into Galilee. 

33 Peter anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
Though all men ſhall be offended becauſe 
of thee , yer will 1 never be offended. 

34 Jeſus ſajd unto him. Verily I ſay 
unto thee, that this night before the 
cock crow , thou ſhalt deny. me thrice. 


3s Peter ſaid unto him, Though 1 
ſhould die with thee, yet will 1 not deny 
wag Likewiſe alſa. ſaid all the diſci- 
ples. | 

36 f Then cometh Jeſus with them 
unto a place called Gethſemane, and 
ſaith unto the diſciples, Sit ye here, 
while J go and pray yonder. 

37 And he took with him, Peter, and 
the two ſans of Zebedee, and began to 
be ſorrowful, and very heavy. | 

38 Thea ſaith he unto them, My ſoul 
is exceeding ſorrowful, even unto death: 
tarry ye here, and watch with me. 

39 And he went a little further, and 
fell on his face, and prayed ſaying, O 
my Father, if it be poſſible, ler this cup 


paſs from me: nevertheleſs, not as I willy 


but as thou wile. 

40 And he cometh unto the diſciples, 
and findeth them aſleep, and ſaith unto 
Peter, What, could ye not watch with 
me one hour? | 

41 Watch and pray, that ye enter not 
into. tempration : the ſpirit indeed is 
willing, but the fleſh is weak. 

42 He went away again the ſecond 
time, and prayed, ſaying, O my Father, 
if this cup may not paſs away from me, 
except I drink it, thy will be done. 

43 And he came and found them alleep 
again : for their eyes were heavy. 

44 And he left them, and went away 


again, and prayed the third time, ſay- 


ing the ſame words. 

45 Then cometh he to his diſciples, 
and ſaith unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take your reſt ; behold the hour is at 
hand, and the Son of man is betrayed 
into the hands of finners. 

46 Riſe, letus be going: behold, he 
is at hand that doth betray me. 

47 [And while he yet ſpoke, lo, Ju- 
das, one of the twelve, came, and with 
him a great multitude with ſwords and 


ſtaves from the chief prieſts and elders 


of the people. 

48 Now he that betrayed him, gave 
them a ſign, ſaying, Whomſoever I ſhall 
kiſs , that ſame is he, hold him faſt. 

49 And forthwith. he came to Jeſus, 
and ſaid, Hail Maſter; and Kiffed him. 

So And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Friend, 
wherefore art thou come? Then came they 
and laid hands on Jeſus, and took him. 

351 And behold, one of them which 
were with Jeſus, ſtretched out his hand, 
and drew his ſword, and ſtruck a ſervant 
of the high prieſts, and ſmore off his ear. 

52 Then ſaid Jeſus unto him, Put up 
again thy {word into his place: for all

53 Thinkeſt. thou that J cannot now 
pray co my Father, and he ſhall pre- 
ſently give me more than twelve legions

54 But how then ſhall. the ſeriptures 
be fulfilled, that thus it muſt be? 8 
Fs In that ſame hour ſaid Jeſus to the 
multitudes, Are ye come out as againſt a 
thief, with {words and ſtaves for to take 
me? 1 ſar daily with you teaching in the. 
temple, and ye laid no hold on me. 

55 Bur all this was done, that the 
ſcriptures of the prophets might be ful- 
filled, Then all the diſciples forſook 


him, and fled- . ; 
' $7 J And they that had laid hold on 


Jeius, led him away to Caiaphas the high 
prielt, where the ſcribes and elders 
were aſſembled. | 

58 Bur Peter followed him afar off, un- 
to the high prieſts palace, and went in, 


and ſar with the ſervants to ſet the end. 


59 Now the chief prieſts and elders, 
and all the council, ſought falſe witneſs 


> againit Jeſus to put him to death, 


Go hut found none: yea, though many 
falſe witneſſes came, yet found they none. 
At the laſt came two falſe witneſſes. 

61 And ſaid, This eh ſaid, I am 
able to deſtroy the temple of God, and to 
build it in three days. 

62 And the high prieſt aroſe, and ſaid 
unto him, Anſwereſt thou nothing? what 
is it whi-h theſe witneſs againſt thee? 

53 But Jetus held his peace. And the 
high prieſt anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
J adjure thee” by the living God, that 
thou tell us whether thou be the Chriſt, 
the Son of God. | 

6e. Jeſus faith unto him, Thou haſt 
ſaid: Nevertheleſs J fay unto you, Here- 
after hall ye ſee the Son of man fitting 
on the right hand of power, and com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven. 

Gs Then the high prieſt rent his 
clothes, ſaying, He hath ſpoken blaſ- 
phemy ; what further need have we of 
witneſſes? behold, now ye have heard 
his blaſphemy.

67 Then did they ſpit in his face, and 
buffered him, and others ſmote him with 
the palms of their hands,

69 1 Now Peter ſat without in the pa- 
lace: and a damſel came uato him, ſaying, 
Thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Galilee. 

70 But he denied before them all, ſay- 
ing, I know not what thou ſayeſt. 


71 And when he was gone out. into 


the porch, another maid ſaw. him, and 


- 
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faid unto them that were there, This 


. fellow was alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. 


72 And again he denied with an oath, 
I do not know the man. 5 


73 And after a while came unto him 
they that ſtood by, and ſaid to Peter, 
Surely thou alſo art one oſ them, for 
thy ſpzech bewrayeth thee. | ; 

74 Then began he to curſe and to 
ſwear, ſaying , I know not the man. And 
immediately the cock crew. | 

75 AndPeter remeinbered the words of 
Jeſus which ſaid unto him, Before the 
cock crew, thou ſhalt deny me thrice. 
And he went out, and wepr bitterly. 

CHAP. XXVII. 
2 Chriſt is delivered to Pilate. 3 Judas 
bangeth himſelf. 34 Chrift is crucified.

2 And when they had bound him, 


they led him away, and delivered him

3 U Then Judas which had betrayed 
him, when he ſaw that he was con- 
demned, repenred himfelf, and broughr 
again the thirty pieces of filver to the 
chief prieſts and elders, 


4 Saying, I have ſinned, in that I have 


betray ed the innocent blood. And they 
ſaid, What is zhar to us? ſee thou zo that. 


5 And he caſt down the pieces of ſil- 


ver in the temple, and departed, and 
went and hanged himſelf. 


6 And the chief prieſts took the ſilver 


pieces, and ſaid, It is not lawful for to 


put them into the treaſury, becauſe it is 


the price of blood. e 
7 And they took counſel, and bought 
with them the potters field, to bury 
ſtrangers in. ; 
8 Wherefore that field was called, 
The held of blood, unto this day, 


9 (Then was fulfilled that which was : 


ſpoken by Jeremy the prophet, ſaying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of fil- 
ver, the price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of Iſrael did 
value: 


10 And gave them for the potters field, 


as the Lord appointed me) 

n And: Jeſus ſtood before the gover- 
nor; and the governor aſked him, ſay- 
ing, Art thou the king of the Jews? 
And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt. 
- 12 And when he was accuſed of the 
chief prieſts and elders, he anſwered no- 
thing. Ye. 

13 Then faith Pilate unto him, Hear- 
eſt thou not how many things they wit- 
neſs againſt thee. Re: 

| 14 And 
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velled greatly. 
15 Now at that feaſt, the governor was 
wont to releaſe unto the people a eri. 


ſoner whom they would. 


16 And they had then a notable pri- 
ſoner, called Barrabas. 

1 Therefore, when they were gathered 
together, Pilate ſaid unto them, Whom 
will ye that I releaſe unto you? 2 Barab- 
bas , or Jeſus, which is called Chriſt? 

18 For he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him. 

19 } When he was ſer down on the 


*  Judgement-ſeat, his wife ſent unto him, 


ſaying, Have thou nothing to do with that 


juſt man: for I have ſuffered many things 


this day in a dream becauſe of him. 
20 But the chief prieſts and elders per- 


ſuaded rhe multitude, that they ſhould . 


ask Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. -, 

21 The governor anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, Whether of the twain will 
ye that I releaſe unto you? TROP ſaid, 
Barabbas. 

22 Pilate ſaith unto them , What ſhall 
1 do then with Jeſus, which is called 
Chriſt? They all ſay unto him, Ler him 
be crucified. 

23 And the ore faid , Why. „ 
what evil hath he done? Bur they cried 
out the more, faying, Let him be cru- 
cified. —_- 

24 When Pilate ſaw that he di 
prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult 
was made, he took water, and waſhed 
his hands before the multitude, ſaying, 
] am innocent of the blood of this juſt 


_ perſon: ſee ye to it. 


25 Then anſwered all the people, and 
ſaid, His -blood be on us, and on our 


children. 


26 © Then releaſed he Barabbas unto 
them: and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, 


he delivered him to be crucified. 


27 Then the ſoldiers of the governor 
took Jeſus inro the common hall, and 
gathered unto him the whole band of 
Soldiers. a 

28 And they ſtripped him, and pur on 
him a ſcarlet robe. 

29 J And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand: and they 
bowed the knee before him, and mocked 
him, ſaying , Hail, king of the Jews. 

30 And they ſpir upon him, and took 
the reed, and {mote him on the head. 

1 And after that they had mocked 
hm; they took the robe offfrom him, 
and put his own raiment on him, and 
led him away | ro 9 him. 6 
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14 And he anſwered him to never a 
word, inſomuch that the governor mar- 


32 And as they came out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon by name: him 
they compelled to bear his croſs. 


33 And when they were come unto a2 


place called Golgotha » that is to ſay, 2 
place of a ſcull. 


34 They gave him vinegar to drink, 
mingled with gall : 
taſted thereof, he would not drink. 

35 And they crucified him, and parted 
his garments, caſting lots: that it might 
be fulfilled which was ſpoken by the pro- 
phet, They parted my garments among 
them, and upon my veſture did they 
caſt lots. 


36 And fitting down, they watched 
him there : 

37 And ſet up over his head his ac- 
cujation writren, THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two thieves cru- 
cified with him: one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. 

39 And they that paſſeed by, reviled 
him, wagging their heads, 

40 And ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt 
the temple, and buildeſt z# in three days, 
ſave thyſelf: if thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the croſs. 

41 Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts 
mocking him with the ſcribes and * 
ers, ſaid, 

42 He ſaved others, himſelf he cannot 
fave ! if he be the king of Iſrael, let him 
now come down from e croſs, and we 
will believe him. 

43 He truſted in God; let him deliver 
him now, if he will have him: for he 
ſaid, I am the Son of God. 

44 The thieves alſo which were cruci- 
fied with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. 

45 Now from the fixth hour there was 
darkneſs over all the land unto the ninth 
hour. 

46. And about the ninth bone Jeſus cri- 
ed witha loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, la- 
ma ſabachthani? that is to ſay, My God, 
my God, why haſt thou forfaken me? 

47 Some of them thar ſtood there, when 
they heard that, ſaid, This man calleth 
for Elias. | 
48 And ſtraightway one of them ran, 
and took a ſpunge „ and filled i# with 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink.

31 And he ſaid unto him, Feng thou 
art ever with me, and. all that 1 have is 
thine. 

32 It was meet that we ſhould make 
merry, and be glad: for this thy brother 


was dead, and is alive again; and was 


loſt, and is found.

F So he called every one of his lords 
debtors unto him, and ſaid unto the firſt, 
How much oweſt thou unto my lord? 

6 And he ſaid, Af hundred meaſures 
of oil. And he ſaid unto him, Take thy 


bill., and fir down quickly, and write | 


Gfty. 

7 Then faid he to another, And how 
much oweſt thou? And he ſaid, An hun- 
dred meaſures of wheat. And he ſaid 
unto him, Take thy bill, and write four- 
ſcore. 

8 And the lord commuted the unjuſt. 
ſteward, becauſe he had done wiſely: 
for the; children of this world are in 3 
their generation wiſer than the children 
of lighr. 

9 And I ſay unto you, Make to your- 


| ſelves friends of the mammon of un- 


righteouſneſs ; that when ye fail, they 
may receive you into everlaſting habi- 
tations. 

10 He that is faithful in that which 
18 leaſt, i is faithful alſo in much: and he 
that is unjuſt in the leaſt, is unjuſt alſo 
in much. 

un If therefore ye have not been 
faithful in the unrighteous mammon, 
who will commit to . truſt the true 


riches? 


12 And if ye have not been faithful in 
that which is another mans, who ſhall 
give you that which is your own? . 

13 J No ſervant can ſerve two ma- 


ſters: for either he will hate the one, and 


love the other; or elſe he will hold to the 
one, and ggſpiſe the other. Ye cannot 
ſerve God and mammon. ö 

14 And the Phariſees alſo who were 
covetous, heard all theſe things: and 


they derided him. 


15 And he ſaid unto them, Ve are they 
which juſtify yourſelves before men; 
but God knoweth your hearts: for that 


which is highly eſteemed amongſt men, 


is abomination in the fight of God. 

16 The law and the prophets were 
until John: ſince that time the kingdom 
of God is preached, and every man 
preſſeth into it. 

17 And it "a eaſier for heaven and 
earth to paſs, than one rittle of the law 
to fail. 

18 Whoſoever putteth away his wife , 
and marrieth another, committeth adul- 


tery: and whoſoever marrieth her that 


is put away from ber husband, committeth 
adultery. 

19 J There was a certain rich man, 
which was cloathed in purple, and fine 
linen, and fared ſumpruouſly every day. 

'20 And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, which was laid ar his 
gate full of ſores, 

21 And deſiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich mans 


table: moreover the dogs came and Aick- 


ed his ſores. ' 


22 And it came to paſs chat ths beggar 
dicd, and was carried by the angels into 


Abrahams boſom: the rich man alſo died, 


and was buried. 
23 And in hell he lift up his eyes, be- 
ing in rorments, and ſeerh Abraham afar 


off, and Lazarus in his boſom. 


24 And he cried, and ſaid, Father A- 
braham, have mercy on me, and ſend La- 


ꝛarus that he may dip the tip of his finger 


in water, and cool my tongue; for I am 


' tormented in this flame. 


25. But Abraham ſaid , Son, Semi 
that thou in thy life-rime receivedft thy 
good things, and likewiſe Lazarus evil 
things: but now he is comforted, and 
thou art tormented. 

26 And beſides all this, between us 
and you there is a great gulf fixed: ſo 
that they which would paſs from hence 
to you cannot; neither can they paſs to 
us, that ia come from thence. 

27 Then he ſaid, Ipray thee therefore, 
father , that thou wouldeſt ſend him to 
my fathers houſe: 


28 For 1 have five brethren; that he 


may teſtify,unto them , leſt they alſo come 
into this place of torment. 
_ 29 Abraham ſaith unto him, They 
have Moſes and the propliety; ler them 
hear them.

they be perſuaded, though one roſe from 
the dead.

8 And will not rather, ſay unto him, 
Make ready wherewith I may ſup, and 
gird thyſelf, and ſerve me, till I have 
eaten and drunken; and afterward thou 


ſhalt eat and drink? > 
9 Doth he thank that ſervant becauſe 


be did the things that were commanded 
him? I trow not. 


10 So likewiſe ye, when ye ſhall have 
done all thoſe things which are com- 
manded you, ſay, We are unprofitable 
ſervants: we have done that which was 
our duty to do. | 

1 N And it came to paſs, 3 as he went 
to Jeruſalem , that he paſſed through the 
midſt of Samaria and Galilee. 

12 And as he entered into a certain 
village, there met him ten men that were 
lepers, which ſtood afar off: 

13 And they lifted up zheir voices and 
ſaid, Jeſus, Maſter, have mercy on us.

24. For as the Ushrning that lightneth

46. Beware of the ſcribes, which de- 
fire ro walk in long robes, and love greet- 
ings in the markets, and the higheſt ſears 
in the ſynagogues, and the chief rooms at 


therefore unto Ceſar the things which be feaſts; 


Ceſars, and unto Sed the things which 
be Gods. 

26 And they could not take hold of his 
words before the people: and they mar- 
velled at his anſwer, and held. cheir peace. 

27 Then came to him certain of the

3 And Pilate aſked him „ ſaying, Art 


thou the king of the Jews? And he an- 


ſwered him and ſaid, Thou ſayeſt it. 


4 Then ſaid Pilate to the chief prieſts, 
and ro the people, 1 find no fault in this 
man. 

5 And they were the more fierce, fay- 
ing, He ſtirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, beginning from 
Galilee to this place. 


6 When Pilate heard of Galitee ; > 2re@-; 


aſked whether the man were a Galilean. 


7 And as ſoon as he knew that he be- 


longed unto Herods juriſdiction, he ſent 


him to Herod, who himſelf was alſe at 
| Jeruſalem at that time. . 


8 And when Herod ſaw Jeſus „ he 
was exceeding glad: for he was delizous 


to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he 


had heard many things of him; and he 


hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle you 
by him. 


9 Then hequeſtioned with him in ma- | 
ny words; but he anſwered him nothing. 


10 And the chief prieſts and ſcribes 
ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. 


n And Herod with his men of war a 


ſet him at nought , and mocked bim, and 
arayed himin a gorgeous robe, » and {ent 
him again to Pilare. 

12 f And the fame day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together; for 
before they were at enmity between 
themſelves. 

13 J And Pilate, when he "I called 
together the chief prieſts, and the rulers » 
and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ve have brought 
this man unto me, as one that perverteth 
the people: and behold, 1 having ex- 

amined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching thoſe things 


- whereof ye accuſe him; 
15 No, nor vet Herod : for I ſent you X 
to him, andlo, nothing worthy, of death 


is done unto him. 


feleaſe him. 


1 For of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one 


unto them at the eaſt, 

18 And they cried out all at once, ſay» 
ing, Away wich this wan, and release 
unto us Barabbas:

20 Pilate therefore, willing to releaſe

time, Why, what evil hath he done? 
I have found no cauſe of death in him:

23 And they were inſtant with tous 
voices, requiring that he might be cruci- 
fied: and the voices of them, and of the 
chief prieſts prevailed. 

24 And Pilate gave ſentence that it 
ſhould be as they required. 

25 And he releaſed unto them him that 
for ſedition and murder was caſt into pri- 
ſon, whom they had deſired; but he de- 
livered Jeſus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, 


coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear it 


after Jeſus. 

27 N And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, which 
alſo bewailed and lamented him. 

28 But Jeſus turning unto them, ſaid, 

Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourſelves , and for 
your children. 
29 Forbehold, the days are coming , in 
the which they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps that never gave ſuck. 

30 Then ſhall they begin to ſay to the 
mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
Cover us. 

31 For if they do theſe things in a green 
tree, what ſhall be done in the dry? 

32 And there were alſo twg other male- 
factors led with him to be put to death. 

3 And when they were come to the 
place which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him, and the malefactors; one 
3 the right hand, and the other on the 
left. 7 

34 Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. 
35 And the people ſtood beholding: 
and the rulers alſo with them derided 
him, ſaying » He faved others; let him 
ſave himſelf, if he be Chriſt che choſen 
of God. 

36 And the ſoldiers alſo modi him, 
coming to him, and offering him vinegar, 

37 And ſaying, If thou be the king 
of the Jews, ſave thyſelt. 

38 And a ſuperſcriprion alſo was writ- 
ten over him in lettres of Greek , and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KINGOF THE JEWS. 

39 J And one of the malefaCtors, 
which were hanged, railed on him, ſay- 
ing lt thou be Chriſt, ſave thyſelf and us. 

40 But the other anſwering, rebuked

him, ſaying ö Doſt thou not fear God, ſee. | 


ing thou art in the ſame condemnation? , - ” 


41 And we indeed juſtly ; for we re- 


'ceive the due reward of our deeds: but 


this man hath done nothing amſis. 

42 And he faid unto Jeſus, Lord, re- 
member me when ou comeſt 1 A0 thy 
kingdom. 

43 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, , very 1 
ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt thou be with 
me in paradiſe. 

44 And it was about the fixth hour, 
and there was a darkneſs over all the 
earth, until rhe ninth hour. 

45 And the ſun was darkned, and the 
vail of the temple was rent in the midſt. 

46 And when Jeſus had cried with 
a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy 
hands I commend my ſpirit: and having 
faid thus, he gave up the ghoſt. ; 

47 Now when the centurion ſaw what 
was done, he glorified God, ſaying , Cer- 
rainly this was a righteous man. | 

48 And all the people that came toge- 
ther to that ſight, beholding the things 
which where done, ſmote their breaſts, 
and returned. 

49 And all his acquaintance, and the 
women that followed him from Galilee, 
ſtood afar off beholding theſe things. 

50 U And behold, there was a man 
named Joſeph, a counſellor , and he was a 
gocd man, and a juſt: | 

51 (The fame had not conſented to the 
counſel and deed of them) be was of 
Arimathea, a city of the Jews (who alſo 
himſelf waited for the kingdom of God) 

52 This man went unto Pilate , and 
begged the body of Jeſus. 

55 And he took it down, and wrapped 
it in linen, and laid it in a ſepulchre that 


Was hewen in ſtone, wherein never man 


before was laid. 2 

54 And that day was the preparation 7 
and the ſabbath drew on. 

55 And the women alſo which came 
wi him from Galilee, followed after, 
and beheld the ſepulchre, and how his 
body was laid. 

56 And they returned, and be den ſpl- 
ces and ointments; and reſted the ſabbath- 
pn; according to the commandment.

40 Bur Peter put them all forth, and 
kneeled down, and prayed, and turning 
him to the body, ſaid, Tabitha, ariſe. 
And ſhe opened 85 eyes: and when ſhe 
ſaw Peter, ſhe ſat up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and life 
her up; and when he had called the ſaints 
and widows , preſented her alive. 

42 And it was known throughout all 
Joppa; and many believed in the Lord. 

43 And it came to paſs, that he tarri- 
ed many days in Joppa with one 6 JUN 
a tanner.

9 J. On the morrow , as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the 
city, Peter went up upon the houſe· top

10 And he became very hungry, and 
vou have eaten: but while they made 
ready, he fell into a trance, 

1 And: ſaw heaven opened, and a cer- 
tain veſſel deſcending unto him, as it had 
been a great ſheet, knit at the four cor- 
ners, and let down to the earth: k 
| 12 Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed beaſts of the earth, and wild' 
beaſts , and creeping things, and fowls of 
the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him 
Riſe, Peter; kill, and ear. 

14 But Peter ſaid, Nor ſo, Lord; for 


I have never · eaten any thing that is 


common or unclean.

15 This was done thrice: and the veſſel 
was received up again into heaven.

30 And Cornelius ſaid, Four days ago

431 And ſaid, Cornelius, , thy prayer is 
heard, ancthine alms are had in . 
brance in the fight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whoſe ſurname is Peter: he 
is lodged in the houſe of one Simon a tan- 
ner, by the ſea ſide; who, when he com- 
eth, ſhall ſpeak unto thee. ; 

33 Immediately therefore 1 ſent to 
theegand thou haſt well done that thou 
art con.

10 And this was done three times: and 
all were drawn up again into heaven. 

n And behold , immediately there 
were three men already come unto the 
houſe where 1 was, ſent from Ceſarea 
unto me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with, 
them, norhing doubring. Moreover , theſe 
ſix brethren accompanied me, and we 
emered into the mans houſe: 

13 And he ſhewed us how he had ſeem 
an angel in his houſe , which ſtood 
and ſaid unto him, Send men to Joppa, 
and call for Simon, whoſe ſurname is 
Peter :

r King Herod perſecuteth the Chriſtians : 2 

His pride and miſerable death. 

New about that time, Herod th 
king ſtretched forth his hands to 
vex certain of the church. 

2 And he killed James the brother o 
John with the ſword. 

3 And becauſe he ſaw it pleaſeth the 
Jews, he proceeded further to rake pe- 
ter alſo. (Then were the days of un- 
Jeavened bread). 

4 Andwhen he had apprehended him, 

he pur him in priſon, and delivered him 
to four quaternions of ſoldiers to keep 
him, intending after Eaſter to bring him 
forth to the people. 

s Peter therefore was kept in priſon; 
but prayer was made without ceaſing of 

the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have brought 
him forth, the ſame night Peter was fleep- 
ing between two ſoldiers , bound with 
two chains; and the keepers before the 
door kept the priſon. 


7 And behold, the ange! of the Lord 


came upon him, and a light ſhined in the 


priſon: and he ſmote Peter on the fide, 
and raiſed him up, ſaying, Ariſe up quick- 
ly. And his chains fell off from his hands. 

8 And the angel ſaid unto him, Gird

14 And when ſhe knew Peters voice, 
ſhe opened not the gate for gladneſs, but 


ran in and told how Peter ſtood before 


the gate. 1 
15 And they ſaid unto her, Thou art 


mad. But ſhe conſtantly affirmed that it 


was even ſo. Then ſaid they, It is his angel. 


16 But Peter continued knocking : 


and when they had opened the door, and 
ſaw him, they were aſtoniſhed. 
1 But he beckening unto them with 
the hand to hold their peace, declared 
unto them how the Lord had brought him 
out of the priſon. And he ſaid, Go thew 
theſe things unto James, and to the- bre- 
thren. And he departed, and went into

13 Now as ſoon as it was day, there 
was no ſmall ſtir among tlie ſoldiers, 
what was become of Peter. 


19 And when Herod had ſought for 


him, and found him not, he examined the 
keepers and commanded that they ſhould 
be put to death. And he went down from 
Judea to Ceſarea, and there abode. 

20 J And Herod was highly diſpleaſed 
with them of Tyre and Sidon: but they 


came with one accord to him, and having 
made Blaſtus the kings chamberlain their 


friend, deſired peace: becauſe their coun- 
try was nouriſhed by the kings country. 

21 And upon a ſet day, Herod arayed 
in royal apparel, ſat upon his throne, 
and made an oration unto them.

n And when the people ſaw what Paul 
had done, they lift up their voices, ſaying 
in the ſpeech of Lycaonia, The gods are 


led come downto us inthe likeneſs of men. 
us, ſaying, I have ſer thee to be a light of | 


12 And they.called Barnabas, Jupiter; 


and Paul, Mercurius , ' becauſe he was 

the chief ſpeaker. POE, __ 

13 Then the prieſt of Jupiter which 
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was before their city.y IO oxen and 
garlands unto the gates and would have 
done ſacrifice with the people. 
14 Which when the apoſtles, Barnabas 
and Paul heard /, they rent their 
clothes, and ran in among wed people, 
cr ying out, 2 

15 And ſaying, Sirs, why 10 Is theſe 
things? We alſo are men of like paſſions 
with you, and preach unto you, that ye 


ſhould turn from theſe vanities unto the li- 
ving God, which made heaven and earth, 


and the ſea, and all things that are therein: 
16 Who in times paſt ſuffered all na- 
tions to walk in their own ways. 


17 Nevertheleſs „ he left not himſelf 


withour witgeſs, i in that he did good, and 
gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful 


ſeaſons, filling our hearts with food and 


gladneſs. 
18 And with theſe ſayings ſcarce re- 
ſtrained they rhe people, that they had 


not done ſacrifice unto them. 
19 J And there came thither certain 
Jews from Antioch and Iconium, who 


perſuaded the people, and having ſtoned 
Paul:drew him out of the city , ſuppoſing 
he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit , as the diſciples ſtood 
round about him, he roſe up and came 
into the city: and the next day he depart- 
ed with Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 And when they had preached the 
goſpel to that city, and had taught many, 
they returned again to Lyſtra, and 0 
Iconium, and Antioch, 

22 Conſirming the ſouls of the diſciples, 
aua exhorting them to continue in the 
faith, and that we muſt through much tri- 
bulation enter into the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with faſting, they commended them to 
the Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And after they had paſſed through- 
out Piſidia, they came to Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down into 
AMtahias: 

26 And thence ſailed to Antioch, from 


whence they had been recommended to 


the grace of God, for the work which 
they fulfilled. ; 

27 And when they were come, and had 
gathered the church together, they re- 
hearſed all that God had done with them, 


and how he had opened the door of faith 


unto the Gentiles.

THE ACTS. xv. 


ND certain men which came 1555 | 
from Judea, taught the brethren, and 


Jaid, Except ye be circumciſed after the 
manner of Moſes, ye cannot be ſaved. 


2 When therefore Paul and Barnabas 
had no ſmall diſſenſion and diſputation 
with them, they determined that Paul 
and Barnabas, and certain other of thiem, 
ſhould go up to Jeruſalem, unto the apo- 
ſtles and elders about this queſtion. 

3 And being brought on their way by 
the church, they paſſed through Phenice, 
and Samaria, declaring the converſion of 
the Gentiles: and they cauſed great joy 
untoall the brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Jeru- 
ſalem, they were received of the church, 
and of the apoſtles and elders, and they 
declared all things that God had. done 
with them. 

5 Bur there roſe up certain of che ſect of 
the Phariſees which believed, ſaying, Thar 
it was needful to circumciſe them, and to 
command zhem to keep the law of Moſes. 

6 N And the apoſtles and elders came 
together for to conſider of this matter. 

7 And when chere had been much diſ- 
puting, Peter roſe up, and ſaid unto them, 
Men and brethren, ye know how that a 
good while ago, God made choice a- 
mong us, that the Gentiles by my mo — 
ſhould hear the word of the golpel, 
believe. 

8 And God which knoweth the hearts, 
nk them witneſs, giving them the holy 


| Ghoſt, even as be did unto us: 


9 And put no difference between us and 
them, purifying their hearts by faith, 

10 Now therefore why tempt ye God, 
to put a yoke upon the neck of the diſci- 
ples, which neither our fathers nor we 
were able to bare? 

1 But we believe, that through the 
grace of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, we ſhall 


be ſaved, even as they. 


12 J Then all the mukirude kept 4. 
lence, and gave audience to Barnabas and 
Paul, declaring what miracles and won- 
ders God had wrought among the Gen- 
tiles by them. 

13 J And after they had held their 
peace, James anſwered, ſaying , Men and 
brethren, hearken unto me. | 

-14 Simeon hath declared how God at 
the firſt did viſit the Gentiles, to rake out 
of them a people for his name. 

15 And to this agree the words of the 
prophets; as it is written, 

16 After this I will return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, which 


is fallen down: and I will build again 


the ruins thereof, and I will ſet it up: 
50 That the reſidue of men might ſeek

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after a 1 and all ehe Gentiles upon - 35 Paul alſo and Barnabas ene 


whom my name is called, ſaith the Lord, 


who doeth all theſe things. 

18 Known unto God are all his works, 
from the beginning of the world. 

19 'Wherefore my ſentence is, that we 
trouble notthem , which from among the 
Gentiles are turned to God: 

20 'But that we write unco them , that 


they abſtain from pollutions of idols, and 


from fornication, and from things ſtrang- 
led, and from blood. 

21 For Moſes of old time hath in every 
city them that preach him, being read in 
the ſynagogues every ſabbath- - day. 


ders, with the whole church, to ſend cho- 
ſen men of their own company to An- 
tioch , with Paul and Barnabas; namely, 
Judas, ſarnamed Barſabas, and Silas, 
chief men among the brethren: 

23 And wrote letters by them after this 


manner » The apoſtles, and eldars, and 


brethren, ſend greeting unto the brethren 
vrhich are of the Gentiles in Antioch, and 
Syria, and Cilicia. 

24. Foraſmuch as we have heard, that 
certain which went out from us, have 


troubled you with words, ſubverting your 


ſouls, ſaying, Ye muſt be circumciſed, and 
keep the law; to whom we gave no ſuch 
commandment: 

25 It ſeemed good unto us, being aſſem- 
bled with one accord, to ſend chuſen men 
unto you, with our beloved Barnabas and 
Paul; 

26 Men that have hazarded their Hives 
for the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

27 We have ſent therefore Judas and 


Silas, who ſhall alſo tell you the ſame 
things by mouth. 


28 For it ſeemed good to the holyGhoſt, 
and to us, to lay upon you no greater 
burden than theſe neceſſary things; 

29 That ye abſtain from meats offered 


to idols, and from blood, and from things 


ſtrangled , and from fornication : from 
which if ye keep yourſelves, ye ſhall do 
well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they were diſmiſſed , they 
came to Antioch : and when they had ga- 


thered the multitude together, de- 


livered the epiſtle. 
31 Which when they had read, ities re- 
joiced for the conſolation, | 
2 And Judas and Silas being prophets 
alſo themſelves, exhorted the brethren 
with many words, and confirmed bew. 
33 And after they had tarried rhere a 


ſpace, they were tet go in peace from the 
| brethren unto the apoſtles. 2 
34 Notwithſtanding, it pleaſed Silas 


ro abide there ſtill. 


in Antioch, teaching and prraching the 

word of the Lord, with manyothers alſo. 
36 (| And ſome days after » Paul faid 

unto Barnabas, Let us $0 again and vifie 


our brethren in every city where we have 


preached the word of the Lord, and ſee 
ho they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whoſe ſurname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul chought not good to take 


him with them, who departed from them 


from Pamphylia, and went not with them 


to the work. 
22 Then pleaſed it the apoſtles and el- 


39 And the contention was ſo ſharp be- 
tween them, that they departed aſunder 
one from the other: and ſo Barnabas took 
Mark , and failed unto Cyprus; 

40 And Paul choſe Silas, and departed, 
being recommended by the brethren ung 
the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria, and 
Cilicia, confining the churches. 

CH AP. XVI. 
1 Paul circumciſeth Timothy, 14. convertetb 


- Lydia, 16 and caſterb ous a ſpirit of 


divination: 19 For which cauſe he aud 
Silas are whipped aud impriſoned. 
JHN came he to Derbe and Lyſtras 
and behold, a certain diſciple was 
there, named Timotheus, the ſon of a 
certain woman which was a Jeweſs, and 
believed; but his father was a Greek: 
2 Which was well reported of by the

Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and took and circumciſed 
him, becauſe of the Jews which were in 
theſe quarters: for they knew all that his 
father was a Greek.

9 And a viſton appeated to paul in the 
night: There ſtood a man of Macedonia, 
and prayed him, ſaying , Come over into 
Macedonia, and hetp us. 

10 And after he had ſeen-the viſion , 
immediately we endeavoured to go into 
Macedonia, aſſuredly gathering, that the

17 The fame followed Paul, and us, 


and cried, ſaying, Theſe men are the ſer- 
vants of 1 moſt high God, which ſhew 


unto us the way of ſalvation. 


138 And this did ſhe many days. But 
Paul being grieved, turned and ſard to 
the ſpirit, I command thee in the nante 
of Jeſus Chriſt to come out of her. And 
he came out the ſame hour. N 

19 And when her maſters ſaw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Silas, and drew z2hem. in- 
to the mar ket- place, unto the ruters, 

Zo And brought them to the magiſtrates, 
| faying, Theſe men being Jews, do ex- 
ceedingly trouble our city. 

21 And teach cuſtoms which are not 
law ful for us to receive, neither to ob⸗ 
ſerve, being Romans. 

22 And che multitude roſe up together 
agaiuſt them : and the magiſtrates rent 
off their cloaths , and. commanded to 
beat them. 

23 And when hoy had laid many ſtripes 


upon them, they caſt them into priſon, 


charging the jailor to keep them ſafely. 
24 Who having received ſuch a charge, 


thruſt them into the inner priſon, and 
made their feet faſt i in the ſtocks. . 


25 And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and ſang praiſes unto God: and 
the priſoners heard them. 


26 And ſaddenty there Was a great 
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earthquake, ſo that the foundations of | 


the priſon were ſhaken : and immediate- 


ly all the doors were opened, and every * 


ones bands were looſed. 

27 And the keeper of the priſon awak- 
ing out of his fleep, and ſeeiug the pri- 
ſon- doors open, he drew out his ſword, 
and would have killed himſelf, ſuppoſing 
that the priſoners had been fled. - 

28 Bur Pavl cried. with a loud voice, © 
ſaying, Do axel no "harm; for we are 
all here. 

29 Then he called for a licht, and 
ſprang in, and came trembling, and fell 
down before Paul and Silas; 

30 And brought them out, and 8 
Sirs, what muſt I do to be ſaved? . 

Fa And they ſaid, Believe en the Lov 
Jeſus Chriſt, and thou ſhalt be ſaved, and 
thy houſe. 

32 And they ſpake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in his 
houſe. @& 5 

33 And he took them the ſame hour of 
the night, and waſhed their ſtripes: and 
was baprized 5 he and all his, frag 
way. 

34 And when he had brought them in- 
to his houſe, he ſet meat before them, and 
rejoiced, believing. in God with all his 
houſe. - 

35 And when it was day. the magi- 
ſtrates ſent the ſerjeants, ſayings. Let 
thoſe men go. 

36 And the keeper of the priſon told 
this ſaying to Paul, The magiſtrates have 
ſent to let you go: now therefore oper, 
and go in peace. 

37 But Paul ſaid unto them, They 1 — 
beaten us openly uncondemned, being Ro- 


mans, and have caſt us into priſon; and 


now do they thruſt us out privately? nay 


verily; but let them come themſelves, 


and fetch us out. 

38 And the ſerjeants told cheſe words 
unto the magiſtrates: and they feared 
when they heard that they were Romans. 

39 And they came and beſought 4 
and brought them out, and deſired- chem 
to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the priſon, 


and entered into he houſe of Lydia: and 


when they had ſeen the brethren, they 
comforted them and departed. | 

CH AP. XVII. ,

5 | Bur the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy , took unto them cer- 
rain leud fellows of the baſer fort, and 
gathered-a company, and fer all the city 
on an uprore, and aſſaulted the houſe of 
Jaſon, and ſought to bring them out to 
the people. 

6 And when they found chick not, they 
drew Jaſon and certain brethren, unto 
the rulers of the city, crying, Theſe that 
have turned the world upſide down, are 
come hither alſo; 

7 Whom Jaſon hath received: and 
theſe all do contrary to the decrees of 
Celar , faying , That there is another 
king, one Jeſus. © 

8 And they troubled the -edpte and 
the rulers of the city, when they heard 
theſe things. 

9 And when they had taken ſecurity of 
Jaſon , and of the other, they let them go. 

10 And the | brethren immediately 
fent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea: who coming #h:ither , went into 
the ſynagogue of the Jews. 


n Theſe were more noble than thoſe 


in Theſlalonica, in that they received the 

word with all readineſs of mind , and 
ſearched the ſcriptures daily, whether 
thoſe things were ſo. 

12 Therefore many of them believed: 
alſo-of honourable women which were 
Greeks, and of men not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Theſſalonica 
had knowledge that the word of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they came 
thither alſo, and ſtirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the brethren 
ſent away Paul, to go as it were to the 


ſtill. 


15 And they that conducted Paul, 


brought him unto Athens: and receiving 
a commandment unto Silas and Timo- 
theus, for to come W all ſpeed, 
they departed. 

16 Now while Paul waited for 
them at Athens, his ſpirit was ſtirred 


in him, when he ſaw the city wholly gi- 


ven to idolatry, 

17 Therefore diſpu he in the ſyna- 
gogue with the Jews, and with the de- 
vout perſons, and in the market daily 
with oy that met with him.

22 J Then Paul ſtood in the midſt of © 


Mars-hill, and faid, Ye men of Athens, 
L perceive that in all things ye are too 
uperſtitious. 

23 For as! paſſed by, and beheld. your | 

otions, I found an altar with this in- 
ſcription, TO THE UNKNOWN 
GOD. Whom therefore ye ignorantly 
worſhip, him declare I unto you. 

24 God that made the world, and all 
things therein, ſeeing that he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwelleth not in tem- 
ples made with hands: 

25 Neither is worſhipped with mens 
hands, as though he needed any thing, 
ſeeing he giveth to all life, and ſs 
and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood, all na- 


tions of men, for to dwell on all che face 


of the earth, and hath determined the 
times before appointed, and the bounds 
of their habitation: 

27 That they ſhould ſeek the Lord, if 
haply they might feel after him, and find 


him, though he be not far from every 


one of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, and

that Claudius had commanded all Jews 
0 — from Rome) and came unto 


3 And becauſe he was of the ſame 


craft, he abode with them, and wrought 
{for by their occupation they were tent- 
makers): 

4 And he reaſoned in the ſynagogue 
every ſabbath, and perſuaded rhe Jews, 


> and the Greeks, 
; s And when Silas and Timotheus were 


come from Macedonia, Paul was preſſed 
in ſpirit, and teſtified to the Jews, that 
1 was Chriſt. 
6 And when they oppoſed themſelves, 


- and blaſphemed , he ſhook his raiment, 


and faid unto them, Your blood be upon 
your own heads: Ian clean: from hence- 
forth I will go unto the Gentiles. 

7 J. And he departed thence, and en- 
tered into a certain mans houſe, named 


Juſtus, one that worſhipped God, whoſe 


houſe joined hard to the ſynagogue. 

8 An Criſpus the chief ruler of the ſy- 
nagogue, believed onthe Lord, with all his 
houſe : and many vf the Corinthians, 
hearing, believed, and were baptized. 

9 Then ſpake the Lord to Paul in the 
night by a viſion, Be not afraid, but 
ſpeak, and hold not thy peace: - 

10 For J am with thee, and no man 


| ſhall ſer onthee to hurt thee: for I have 


much pevple in this city. 

11 And he continued there a year and 
fix months, teaching the word of God 
. among them. 

12 F And when Gallio was the deputy 
of Achaia, the Jews made inſurrection 
vith one accord againſt Paul, and brought 
' him tothe judgement-ſear, 

z Saying, This fellow perſuadeth men 


| to worſhip God conttary to the law. 


14 And when Paul was now about to 


| open his mouth, Gallio ſaid unto the Jews, 


If it were a mutter of wrong, or wicked 
leudneſs, O ye Jews, reaſon would chat 
I ſhould bear with you: 

15 But if it be a queſtion of words and 
names, and of your law, look ye zo ir; 
for | will be no judge of ſuch matters. 

16 And he ane them from the judge- 

nt- ſeat. 

17 Then all 8 Greeks to ook Softhenes, 
the chief ruler ofthe ſynagogue , and beat 
him before the judgement- ſeat: and Gal- 
lio cared for none of thoſe things. 

18 And Paul after tbis tarried there | 
yet a good while „and then toe his leave 
of the brethren, and ſailed thence into 
Syria, and-with him Priſcilla and Aquila : 
having thorn his head in Cenchrea: for 
he had a vow. - 

19 And he came to Epheſus; and left 
them there: but he himſelt entered into 
the {ynagogue , and reaſoned with the 
Jews. 

20 When they deſired him to tarry 

longer time with them, he conſented not: 

21 But bade them farewel, ſaying, 1 
mult by all means keep this feaſt that 
cometh, in Jeruſalem: but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. Andhe ſail- 
ed from Epheſus. 

22 And when he had landed at Ceſa- 
rea, and gone up and ſaluted the church, 
he went down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had ſpent ſome time 
there, he departed, and went over all the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia in order, 
ſtrengthening all the diſciples. 

24 f And a certain Jew named Apol- 
los, born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, 
and mighty in the ae » came to 
Epheſus. 

25 This man was inſtructed in the way 
of the Lord; and being fervent in the 
ſpirir, he ſpake and · taught diligently the 
things of the Lord, knowing only the 
baptiſm of John. 

26 And he began to ſpeak boldly in the 
Tynagoguse. Whom when Aquila and 
Priſcilla had heard, they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto lim the way 
of God more perfeUly. 

27 And when he was diſpoſed to paſs 
into Achaia , the brethren wrote, exhort- 
ing the diſciples to receive him: who, 
when he was come , helped them much 
which had believed through grace. 

28 For he mightily convinced the Jews , 
and that publickly, ſhewing by the ſerip- 
tures , that Jeſus was Chriſt.

ar And God wrought ſpecial miracles 


by the hands of Paul:

24 For a certain man named Deme- 
trius, a ſilver-ſmith, which made filver 
ſhrines for Diana, brought no ſmall gain 
unto the craftſmen. 

25 Whom he called ei with the 
workmen of like occupation, and laid, 
Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth: 

26 Moreover, ye ſee and hear, that not 
alone at Epheſus, but alinoſt throughout - 
all Alia, this Paul hath perſuaded, and 
turned away much people, ſaying, thar 
they be'no gods which are made 
hands 285 

27 So that not only this our craft i is in 
danger to be ſer at noughr; but alfo that 
the 'remple of the great goddeſs Diana

ſhould be deſtroyed, whom all Aſia, and 
the world worſhipperh. 


28 And when they heard zheſe ſayings, 


ſaying , Great is Diana of the Epheſians. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confuſion: and having caught Gaius, and 
Ariſtarchus, men of Macedonia, Pauls 
companions in travel, they ruſhed with 
one accord into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have entered 7 
jn unto the people, the diſciples ſuffered 
him nee 

31 And certain of the chief of Aſia, 
which were his friends, ſent unto him, 
. bim that he would not adventure 

imſelt into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, and 
ſome another: for the aſſembly was con- 
fuſed , and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come together.

10 Let their eyes be darkened, that 
they may not ſee, and bow doyn their 
back alway.

5 Therefore judge nothing before he 
time, until the Lord come, who both will 
bring to light the hidden things of dark- 
neſs, and will make manifeſt the counſels 
of the hearts: and then ſhall every man 
have praiſe of Ged. 

6. And theſe things, brethren, I have in 


a figure transferred to myſelf, and 20 A- 


pollos, for your fakes: that ye might learn 
in us not to think of men, above that 
which is written, that no one of you be 
puſfed up for one againſt another. a 
7 For who maketh thee to differ from 
another? and what haſt thou that thou 
didſt not receive ; now if thou didſt re- 
ceive it, why doſt thou glory as if thou 


hadſt not received it? 


8 Now ye are full, now ye are CY ye 


have mow? as kings without us: and 


would

might reign with you. 

9 For 1 think that God hath ſet forth 
us the apoſtles laſt, as it were appointed 
to death. For we are made a ſpectacle un- 

to the world, and to angels, and to men. 

10 We are fools for Chriſts ſake, but 
ye are wiſe in Chriſt: we are weak, but 
ye are ſtrong: ye are honourable, bur we 
are deſpiſed. 

n Even unto this preſent hour, we 
both hunger and thirſt, and are walled, 
and are buffered , and have no certain 
dwelling-place; ; 

12 And labour, working with our own 
hands : being reviled , we bleſs : being 
perſecuted, we ſuffer it: 

.13 Being defamed, we intreat: we are 
made as the filth of the world, and are 
the off-ſcouring of all things unto this 
day. 

141 write not theſe: things to me 
you, but as my beloved ſons I warn you. 

is For though you have ten thouſand 
inſtructors in Chritt, yer have ye not ma- 
ny fathers: for in Chriſt Jeſus J have be- 

gotten you through the goſpel. * 
16 Wherefore, I beſeech you, beye fol- 

lowers of me. 

17 For this cauſe have I ſent unto you 
Timotheus, who is my beloved ſon, and 
faithful in the Lord, who ſhall bring you 
into remembrance of my ways which be 
In Chriſt, as 1 teach every where | in FEY 
church. 

18 Now ſome are puffed up as though 
] would not come to you. 

19 Burl will come to, you ſhortly; if 
the Lord will, and will know, nor the 
fpeech of them which are puffed up, bur 
the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not in 
word, bur in power. 

2r What will ye? ſhall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and in the 
ſpirit of meekneſs? 

CHAP. V. 

1 The inceſtuous perſon. 7 The old leaven 
muff be purged out. 10 Heinous offenders 
are to be avoided. 

| be is reported commonly that there is 
fornication among you, and ſuch for- 

nication as is not ſo much as named a- 
mongſt the Gentiles, that one ſhould 
have his farhers wife. | | 

2 And ye arepuffed up, and have not 
rather mourned, 'that he that hath done 
this deed, might be taken away from 
among you. 

3 For 1 verily, as abſent in body, but 
preſent in ſpirit, have judged already, as 
though I were preſent, concerning him that 
hath fo done this deed ; 


\ 
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4 In the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
when ye are gathered together, and my 
ſpirit; with the power of our Lord jeſus 
Chr iſt, , 

5 To deliver ſuch an oneunto Satan, for 
the deſtruction of the fleth, that the ſpirir 
may be ſaved in the day of the Lord Jeſus. 

6 Your glorying is not good: Know 
ye not that a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump ? 

7 Purge out therefore- the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even Chriſt our 1 9 
ver is ſacrificed for us. 

8 Therefore let us keep the feaſt, not 
with old leaven, neither with the leaven 
of malice and wickedneſs ; bur with the 
unleavened bread of ſincerity and truth. 

. 9 I wroteuntoyou in an epiſtle, not to 
company with fornicators. 

10 Vet not altogether with the fornica- 
tors of this world, or with the covetous, 
or extortioners, or with idolaters; for 
then muſt ye needs go out of the world. 

n But now I have written unto you, 
not to keep company, if any man that is 
called a brother be a fornicator, or cove- 
tous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a 
drunkard, or an extortioner, with ſuch 
an one no not to eat. ; 

12 For what have I to do to judge them 
alſo that are without? do not ye judge 
them that are within ? 

13 But them that are without, God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from ne 
yourſelves that wicked perſon. 

CHAP. VI. 
1 Of going to law with the Srethren. 15 

Our bodies are Chriſts members. 
e any of you, having a matter 

againſt another, go to law before the 
unjuſt, and not before the ſaints? 

2 Do ye not know that the ſaints ſhall. 
E the world? and if the world ſhall 

e judged by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the ſmalleſt matters? 

3 Know ye not that we ſhall judge an- 
gels? how much more things that pertain 
ro this life ? 

4 If then ye have judgements of things 
perraining to this life, ſet them to judge 
who are leaſt eſteemed in the church. 

5 I ſpeak to your ſhame. ls it ſo, that 
there is not a wiſe man amongſt you? no 
not one that ſhall be able to judge between 
his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to law with bro- 
ther, and that before the unbelievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a fault 


among you, becauſe ye go to law one with 


as another: why do: ye not rather take 
wrong? why do yenor rather ſuffer EPO 
ſelves to be defrauded? 
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| 8 Nay, you do wrong and defraud, and 
that your brethr 


9 Know ye Co that the unrighteous 


| ſhall not inherit the kingdom of God? 


Be not deceived : neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effemi- 


nate, norabnſers of themſelves with man- 


-kind, CE 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, 
ſhall inherit the kingdom of God. 

n And ſuch were ſome of you: but 
ye are waſhed, but ye are ſanctified, but 
ye are juſtified in the name of the Lord 
Jeſus, and by the Spirit of our Gd. 

12 All things are layful unto me, but 
all things are not expedient: all things 


are lawful for me, but I will not be 
brought under the power of any. 


13 Meats for the belly, aud the belly 
for meats: but Gud ſhall deſtroy both it 
and them. Now the body is not for for- 
nication, but ſor the Lord; and the Lord 
for the body. EE 

14 And God hath both raiſed up the 
Lord, and will alſo raiſe up us by his own 
power. »s 

15 Know ye not, that your bodies are 
the members of Chriſt? ſhall I-then take 
the members of Chriſt , and make them 
the members of an harlot? God forbid. 
16 What, know ye not, that he which 
is joined to an harlot, is one body? for 
two (ſaith he) ſhall be ane fleſh. 
© x7 But he that is joined unto the Lord, 
is one ſpirit. - 

13 Flee fornication. Every fin that a 


man doeth; is without the body: but he 


thar*committeth fornication, ſinneth a- 
gainſt his own body. | 
19 What, know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the holy Ghoſt, which is 
in you, which ye have of God, and'ye 


are not your own? 5 


20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and 


in your ſpirit, which are Gods. — 


CHAP. VII. 
2 He treatetb of marriage, 4 ſhewinę it to 
be a remedy againſt fornication. 
OW concerning the things whereof 
L Y ye wrote unto me: I is good for 
a man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheleſs, to avoid fornication, let 
every man have his own wife, and let 
every woman have her own husband. 

; Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence : and likewiſe alſo 
the wife unto the husband. WP 
4 The wife hath not power of her own 


body, but the husband: and likewiſe alſo 


the husband hath not power of his own 
body, but the wife. 8 0 |

5 Defraud you not one the other, ex- 


cept it be with conſent for a time, that ye 


may give yourſelves to faſting and prayer: 
and come together again, that Satan tempt 
vou not for your incontinency. 

6 But I ſpeak this by permiſſion, ana 
not of commandment. N | 

7 For I would that all men were even 
as myſelf: but every man hath his pro- 
per gift of God, one after this manner, 
and another after that. 

8 Ifay therefore to the unmarried, and 
widows, It is good for them if they abide 
even asl. = 1 
9 But if they cannot contain, let them 
marry: for it is better to marry than to 
burn. 5 Es 

10 And unto the married I command, 
vet not l, but the Lord, Let not the wife 
depart from her husband: 

n But and if ſhe depart , let her re- 
main unmarried, or be reconciled to ber 
husband: and let not the husband put a- 
way his wife. 4 

12 But to the reſt ſpeak I, not the Lord, 
If any brother hath a wife that believeth 
not, and ſhe be pleaſed to dwell with him, 
let him not put her away. 

13 And the woman which hath an huſ- 
band that believeth not, and if he be 
pleaſed to dwell with her, let her not 
leave him. 

14 For the unbelieving husband is ſanc- 
tified by the wife, and the unbelieving 
wife is ſanctified by the husband: elſe 
were your children unclean; but now 
are they holy. ety 

15 Bur if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brother or a ſiſter is not 
under bondage in ſuch caſes : but God 
hath called us to peace. | 

16 For what. knoweſt thou, O wife, 
whether thou ſhalt ſave zby husband? or 
how knoweſt thou, O man, whether thou 
ſhalt ſave thy wife? 

17 But as God hath diſtributed to eve- 
ry man, as the Lord hath called every 
one, ſo let him walk : and ſo ordain I in 
all churches. © W3 

18 Is any man called being circumci- 
ſed? let him not become uncircumciſed ; 
is any called in uncircumciſion? let him 
not become circumciſed. x 

19 Circumcifion is nothing, and un- _ 
circumciſion is nothing, but the keeping 
of the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the ſame 
calling wherein he was called. . 

21 Art thou called being a ſervant? care 
not for it; but if thou mayeſt be made 
free, uſe it rather. th 8 

'22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a ſervant, is the Lords free man: 

WT ES: likewiſe 


- 
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likewiſe alſo he that is called being free, 
is Chriſts ſervant. 

23 Ye are bought oh aprice, be not 
ye the ſervants of men. 

24 Brethern, let every man vherein 
he is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins, I have no 


commandment of the Lord: yer 1 give 


my judgement as one that-hath obrained 
mexcy of the Lord to be faithful. 

26 1 ſuppoſe therefore that this is good 
for the preſent diſtreſs, 1 ſay, that it is 
good for a man ſo to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? ſeek. 
not to be looſed. Art thou looſed froma 
wife? ſeek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou haſt not 
ſinned; and if a virgin marry , ſhe hath 
nor nad nevertheleſs, ſuch ſhall have 
trouble in the fleſh ; bur] ſpare you. 

29 But this 1 ſay, brethren, tlie time is 
ſhort. It remaineth that both they that 


have wives, be as though they had none; 


30 And they that weep, as though they 
wept not; and they that rejoice, as though 
they rejoiced not; and they that buy, as 
though they poſſeſſed not; 

31 And they that uſe this world, as not 
: abuſing it: for the faſhion of this world 
paſſeth away. 

32 But 1 would have you vithour care- 
fulneſs. He that is unmarried careth for 


the things that belong to the Lord, how * 


he may pleaſe the Lord: 

33 But he that is married, careth for 
the things that are of the world, how he 
may pleaſe his wife. 

34 There is difference alſo between a 
wife and a virgin : The unmarried wo- 
man careth for the things of-the Lord, 
that ſhe may be holy, both in body and in, 


ſpirit: but ſhe that is married, careth for 


the things of the world, how the may 
pleaſe her husband. 

35 And this I ſpeak for your own profit, 
not that I may caſt a ſnare upon you, bur 
for that which is comely, and that you may 
attend upon the law without diſtraction. 

36 Bur if any man think. that he beha- 
 veth himſelf uncomely towards his virgin, 
ifſhe paſs the flower of her age, and need 
ſo require, let him do what he will, he 
ſinneth not: let them marry. 

37 Nevertheleſs, he that ſtandeth ſted- 
faſt in his heart, having no neceſſity, but 
hath power over his own will, and hath 


"fo decreed in his heart, that he will keep 


his virgin, doeth well. 

38 So then, he that giveth ber in mar- 
riage, doeth well: bur he that giveth her 
not in marriage, doeth better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as long 
as "NO husband liverh: but if * husband 
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be dead, ſhe is at liberty to be married to 
whom ſhe will; only in the Lord. 


40 Bur ſhe is happier if ſhe ſo abide, 
afrer my judgement: and rh hes 


IT have the Spirit of God. 


CHAP. vm. 
1 Toabſlain from meats offered to idols. g, 
9 We muſt not abuſe our Chriſtian or 


Now as touching things offered 1 
idols, we know that we all have 
knowledge. Knowledge, puffeth up, but 
charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he know- 
eth any thing, he knoweth nothing yet 
as he ought to know. 

' 3 Bur if any man love God, tha. ſame is 
known of him. 


4 As concerning therefore the eating | 
of thoſe things that are offered in ſacri- 
fice unto, idols, we know that an idol is 


nothing in the, world, and that zhere is 
none other God bur one. 

5 For though there be that are called 
gads, whether in heaven or in earth (as 
there be gods many, and lords many), 

G6 Bur to us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we 


in him; and one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by 


whom are all things, and we by him. 

7 Howbeit , there is not in every man 
that knowledas.; for ſome with conſci- 
ence of the idol unto this hour eat it as 2 


thing offered unto an idol; and their con- 


ſcience being weak, is defiled. 


$ But meat commendeth us not to God: 
for neither if we eat, are we the better; 


neither if we eat ne are we the worſe. 


9 But take heed leſt by any means this . 


liberty ofyours become aſtumbling-block 
to them that are weak. 


10 Fer if any man ſee thee which haſt 
knowledge, fit at meat in the idols temple, . 


ſhall not the conſcience of him which is 


weak be emboldened to eat thoſe things 


which are offered to idols: 


n And through thy knowledge hall 


the weak brother periſh, for whom Chriſt 
died? 


12 But when ye ſin ſo againſt the bre - 
thren, and wound their weak conſcience, : 


ye ſin againſt Chriſt. 
- 13 Wherefote, if meat make my bro- 
ther ro offend, 1 will ear no fleſh while 


the world ſtandeth, leſt I make my bro- 


thas to offend. 
CHAP IX. 
1 He ſheweth bis liberty, 7 and char the 
miniſter ought to live by the goſpel. 
A - M not an apoſlle ? am 1 nor free ? 


ave I not ſeen Jeſus Chriſt our 


Lord? are not you my workin the Lord? 
2 1t] be not an apoſtle unto others, yet 
doubt- 
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mine apoſtleſhip are ye in the Lotd. 
3 Mine anſwer to them that do exa- 
mine me, is this, 

4 Have we not power to ear and to 
ä drin? ? 

5 Have we not power to lead about a 
fifter a wife, as well as other apoſtles, and 
8s the brethren of the Lord, and Cephas ? 

'6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not we 
power to forbear working? 

„ Who goeth a warfare any time at 
his own charges? who planteth a vine- 
yard, and eateth not of the fruit thereof? 

or who; feedeth a flock , and eateth not 
of the milk of the flock? 

8 Say 1 theſe things as a man? or ſaith 
not the law the ſame alſo? 

9 For it is wrirten inthe law of Moſes, 
"Thou ſhalt not muzzle the mouth of the 
ox that treadeth out the corn. Doth God 
take care for oxen? | 

10 Or faith he it altogether for our 
Fakes ? for our ſakes, no doubt, zhis is 
written: that he that ploweth, ſhould 
plow in hope; and that he that threſſieth 
in hope, ſhould be partaker of his hope. 

n If we have ſown unto you ſpiritual 
things, is it a great thing if we ſhall reap 

| your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this power 
over you, are not we rather? Neverthe- 
leſs, we have not uſed this power ; ; but 
Tuffer all things, leſt we ſhould hinder the 
* goſpel of Chriſt. 

z z Do ye not knowthat they which mi- 


niſter about holy things, live of] the things 


of the temple ? and they which wait ar the 
altar, are partakers with the altar? 

14 Even ſo hath the Lord ordained, 
that they which preach the goſpel, ſhould 
live of the goſpel. 

15 Bur 1 have uſed none of theſe 
things. Neither have I written theſe 
things, that ir ſhould be ſo done unto me: 
for it were better for me to die, than 
that any man ſhould make my glorying 
void. 

16 For though 1 preach the goſpel, 1 
have nothing to glory of: for neceſſity is 
laid upon me; yea, wo is unto me, if 1 
preach not the goſpel. 

17 For if I do this thing willingly , 1 
have ' a reward: but if againſt my will, a 
_ diſpenſation of the goſpel iscommurred un- 
to me, 

18 What is my reward then? veril 
chat when I preach the goſpel, 1 may ck 
the goſpel of Chriſt without charge, that 
] abuſe not my power in the goſpel. 

19 For though be free from all men, 
yet have I made myſelf. fervant unto all, 
that I might gain the more. os 
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doubtleſs I am to you : for the ſeal of 


20 And unto the Jews, I became as 2 
Jew, that I might gain the Jews; to 
them that are under the law, as under 
the law, that I might gain them that are 
_ the law; 

21 To them that are without law, as 
widiour law (being not without law to 
God, bur under the law to Chriſt) that 
- might gain them that are withour 
aw. 

22 To the weak became 1 as 8 
that I might gain the weak: 1 am made 
all things of all men, thar Imight by all 
means {ave ſome. 

23 And this 1 do for the goſpels ſake, 
that I might be partaker thereof with you. 

24 Know ye not that rhey which run 
in a race, run all, but one receiveth the 
prize? So run that ye may obtain. | 

25 And every man thar ſtriveth for the 
maſtery , is temperate in all things: Now 
they 40 it to obtain a corruptible crown, 
but we an incorruptible. 

26 I therefore ſo run, not as uncer- 
tainly : ſo fight Il, not as one 28 7 beateth 
the air: 

27 But 1 keep under my body, and 
bring it into ſubjeCtion : leſt that by any 


means, when I have preached to others, 


I myſelf ſhould be a caſt away. 
CHAP. X. 

1 The Fews ſacraments, 6 Hyper e ours, 
7 aud their puuiſ hments, 11 our exam- 
ples. 21 We muſt not make the Lords ra- 
ble the table of devils. 

Mvreoner, brethren, would not that 

ye ſhould be ignorant, that all 

out fathers were under the cloud, and all 
paſſed through the ſea: 

2 And were all baptized unto Moſes in 
the cloud, and in the ſea; 

3 And did all eat the fame ſpiritual 
meat; 

4 And did all drink the ſame ſpiriruf 
drink: (For they drank off that ſpiritual

was Chriſt). | 

5 But with many of them God was not 
well pleaſed : for they were overthrown 
in the wilderneſs. 

.6 Now theſe things were our exam- 
ples, to the intent we ſhould nor luſt af- 


ter evil things, as they alſo luſted. 


7 Neither be ye iĩdolaters, as were ſome 
of them; as it is written, The people 
ſat down to eat and drink, .and roſe upto 

lay. 4 
i $ Neither let us commit fornication, as 
ſome of them committed, and fell in one 
day three and twenty thouſand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Chriſt, as ſome 
of them alſo tempted, 11 were deſtruy- 
edof as * 

10 Nei- 
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10 | Neither murmur ye, as ſome of 
them alſo murmured, and were deſttoyed 
of the deſtroyer. 

11 Now all theſe things happened unto 

them for enſamples: and they are writ- 
ten for our admonition, upon whom the 
ends of the world are come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinkerh 
he ſtandeth, rake'heed leſt he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you, but ſuch as is common to man: but 
God is faithful, who will not ſuffer you 
to be tempted above that ye ate able; 
but will with the temptation alſo make 
a way to eſcape , that ye may be able to 
bear ze. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, flor 
from idolatry. 

15 I ſpeak as to wiſe men: judge ye 
what I ſay. 

16 The cup of bleſſing which we bleſs, 


is it not the communion of the blood 


of Chriſt? The bread which we break, 


is it not the communion of the body of 
Chriſt? 

1 For we being many are one bread, 
and one body: for we are all partakers 


of that one bread. 


18 Behold Iſrael after the fleſh : are not 
they which eat of the ſacrifices, ene 
of the altar? 


19 What ſay I then > chat the idol is 


any thing, or that which is offered in ſa- 
crifice to idols is any thing ? 

20 But I ſay, that the things which 

the Gentiles ſacrifice, they ſacrifice to 
devils, and not to God: and I would 
not that ye ſhould have fellowſhip with 
devils. _ 
21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils: ye cannot 
be partakers of the Lords table, and of 
the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoke the Lord to jea- 
louſy? are we ſtronger than he? 

23 All things are lawfal for me, but 
all rhings are not expedient: all things 
are lawful for me, bur all things edify | 
not. 

24 Let no manſeek his own: bur eve- 
ry man anothers wealth, 

25 Whatſoever is ſold in the ſhambles, 
that eat , aſking no queſtion for con- 
ſcience ſake. - 

26 Fortheearth is the Lords, 5 and the 
fulneſs thereof. 

27 If any of them that believe not, 
bid you zo a feaſt, and ye be diſpoſed 
to go; whatioever is ſer before you, 
2 aſking no queſtion for conſcience 

ake. 
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for his ſake that ſhewed it, and for con- 
ſcience ſake. For the earth is the Lords, 
and the fulneſs thereof. 


29 Conſcience, I ſay, not thine own, 


but of the others: for why is my li- 


berty judged of another mans con- 
ſcience? 

30 For if I by grace be a pendler 
why am I evil ſpoken of for that for 
which I give thanks ? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat or drink, 
or wharſoever ye do, do all ro the glory 
of God. 

32 Give none offence neither to the 
Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God: 

33 Even as I pleaſe all men in all 
things, nor ſeeking mine own profit, but 
the profir of many, that they may be ſa- 


ved. 
CHAP. XI. 


.1 He reprovetb them becauſe in holy aſſem- 
blies, 4 their men prayed with their heads 


covered, and 6 women with their beads 
uncovered. 


BE ye followers of me even as I alſo - 


am of Chriſt. > 
2 Now | praiſe you, brethren, that 
you remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances as I delivered them 
to yOu. 


3 Bur I would have you know, that _ 
the head of every man is Chriſt; and 


the head of the woman is the man; and 
the head of Chriſt, is God.

her alſo be ſhorn: but if it be a fame 
for a woman to be thorn or ſhaven, ler 
her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to cover 
bis head, foraſmuch as he is the image 
and glory of God: but the woman is the 
glory of rhe man. 

$ For the man is not of the woman: 
but the woman of the man. 


9 \Neither was the man created for the 


LE. not but the woman for the man. 
10 For this cauſe ought the woman to 


have power on her head, becauſe of the 


angels.

16 Bur if any man ſeem to by conten- 
tious, we have no ſuch cuſtom, neither 


the churches of God. 


17 Now in this that 1 declare ure 
you , | praiſe you not, that you come to- 


| gether not for the better, but for the 
worſe. 
18 For firſt of all, when ye come to- 


gether in the church, I near that there 
be diviſions among you; and I partly be- 


Heve it. 


19 For there muſt be alſo hereſies among 
you, that they which are approved, may 
be made maniteſt among you. 

20 When ye come together therefore 
into one place, rbis is not to eat the 


Lords ſupper. 


21 For in eating every one taketh be- 
fore other his own ſupper: and one is 
hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What, have ye not houſes to eat and 
to drink in? or deſpiſe ye the church of 
God, and ſhame them that have not? 


What ſhalll ſay to you? ſhall I praiſe you 


in this? I praiſe 90% not. | 
23 For J have received of the Lord 
that which alſo 1 delivered ,unto you, 
That the Lord Jeſus, the, /ame night in 
which he was betrayed, took bread : 


24 And when he had given thanks, he 


brake it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is my 
body, which is broken for you: this do 
in remembrance of me. 

25 After the ſame manner allo he took 


the cup, when he had ſupped, ſaying, 


This cup is the new teſtament in my 
blood: this do ye, as oft as ye drink ir, 
in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do ſhew the Lords 
death till he come. 

2 Wherefore, whoſoever ſtiall eat this 


bread, and drink zhis cup of the Lord 


unworthily, ſhall be guilty of the body 


and blood of the Lord. 


28 But let a man examine himſelf , and 
ſo let him eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh un- 


worthily, eateth and drinketh damnation 


to himſelf, net diſcerning the Lords body. 
30 For this cauſe many are weak and 
ſickly among you, and many ſleep. 


31 For if we would judge ourſelves, we 


ſhould not be judged, 


32 But when we are judged, we are 


chaſtened of the Lord, that we ſhould nor 


be condemned with che world. « 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when ye 
come together ro eat, nt one for ano- 
ther. 

34 And if any man hunger, let him 
eat at home; that ye come not together 
unto condemnation, And the reſt will L 
ſet in order when I come. 

CHAP. Ai. 
1 Spiritual gifts, 4 are divers, 7 yet all 


to profit withal; g and to that end are 


atversly beſtowed. 

N OW concerning ſpiritual gif?s, bre- 
thren, I would not have you igno- 
rant. 

2 Le know that ye were Gr car- 
ried away unto theſe dumb idols, even as 
ye were led. | 

3 Wherefore I give you to underſtand , 
that no man ſpeaking by the Spirit of 
God, calleth Jefus accuried: and that no 
man can ſay, that Jeſus i is the Lord, but 
by the hely Ghoſt. 

4 Now there are diverſities of gifts; 
but the ſame Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of admini- 
ſtrativns ; but the ſame Lord. 

6 And there are diverſities of opera- 
tions, but it is the ſame God which ws 


eth all in all. 


7 But the manifeſtation of the Spirie is 
given to every man to profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wiſdom; to another the word of 
knowledge by the lame Spirit: 

9 To another faith by the ſame. Spirit; 
to another the gifts of healing by the 
ſame Spirit; 

10 To another the working of mira- 
cles : to another propheſy; to another 
diſcerning of ſpirits ; to another «divers 
kinds of rongues: ro another the inter- 
pretation of tongues. 

11 But all theſe worketh that one and 
the ſelf- ſame Spirit, dividing to every 
man ſeverally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all rhe members of 
that one body, being many are one body: 
fo alſo is Chriſt, 

13 For by one Spirit are we all bap- 
ce; into one body, whether we be Jews 
or Gentiles, whether ue be bond or free; 
and have been all made to drink into one 
Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
but many. 

- x5 If the foot ſhall ſay , Becauſe I _ 
not the hand, I am not of the body; 

it therefore not of the body? 


106 And if the ear ſhali ſay, Becauſe I

am not the eye, I am not of the body; 
is it therefore not of the body? 

17 If the whole body were an eye, 
where were the hearing? if the whole 
were hearing, where were the ſmelling ? 


18 But now hath God ſet the mem- 


bers every one of them in the body, as it 


hath pleaſed him, 


19 And if they were all one member , 
where were the body ? 

20 But now are they many members, 
yet but one body. 


21 And the eye cannot ſay unto the | 


hand, I have no need of thee: nor again, 
ge head to the feet, I have no need of you. 
2 Nay, much more 'thoſe members 


of the body, which ſeem to be more fee- 
ble, are neceſſary. 


23 And thole members of the body, 
which we think to be leſs honourable, 
upon theſe we beſtow more abundant ho- 
nour , and our uncomely parts Dave more 
abundant comelineſs. 

24. For our comely parts have no need: 
but God hath tempered the body toge- 
ther, having given more abundant ho- 
nour to that part which lacked: 

25 Thar there ſhould be no chin in 
the body; but chat the members ſhould 
have the ſame care one for another. 

26 And whether one member ſuffer, all 
the members ſuffer with it: or one mem- 
ber be e all the members rejoice 


with it. 


27 Nowyeare the body of Chriſt, and 
members in particular. 

28 And God hath ſer ſome in the 
church, firſt apoſtles, ſecondarily pro- 
phets, thirdly teachers, after that mira- 
cles, then gifts of healings, helps, go- 
vernments, diverſities of rongues. 

29 Are all apoſtles? are all prophers? 
are all teachers ? are all workers of mi- 
racles? 


30 Have all the gifts of healing? do all | 


ſpeak with tongues? do all interpret? 
31 Bur coves earneſtly the beſt gifts: And 


yet ſhew I unto you a more excellent way. 


CHAP. XIII.

6 Rejoicerh not in iniquity, but rejoi- 
ceth in the truth: 


7 Beareth all things, believeth all things, 


hopeth all things, endureth all things. 

8 Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be propheſies, they {hall fail: whe- 
ther there be tongues, they ſhall ceaſe; 
whether there be knowledge, it ſhall va- 
niſh away. 

9 For we know in part, and we pro- 
pheſy i in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect is 
como, then that which is in part ſhall be 
done away. 

11 When I was a child, I ſpake as a

22 Wherefore tongues are for a ſign ,

ſuferings , which we alſo ſuffer: or whe- 
ther we be comforted it is for your con- 
ſolation and ſalvation. 

7 And our hope of you 7s ſledfaſt 
knowing that as you are partakers of 
the ſufferings, ſa ſhall ye be alſo of the 
conſolation, 

8 For we would not brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble, which came 
to us in Alia, that we were preſſed out of 
meaſure, above ſtrength, inſomuch that 
we deſpaired even of lite: 

9 But we had the ſentence of death 
in ourſelves, that we ſhould not truſt 
in ourſelves, but in God which raiſeth 
the dead. 

10 Who delivered us from ſo great 2 
death, and dath deliver: in whom we 
truſt, that he will yet deliver 48: 

n You alſo helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift beſtowed 
upon us by the means of many perſons, 
thanks may be given by many on our 
behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this , the teſti- 
mony of our confcience , that in ſimplici- 


ty, and gudly: ſincerity , not with fleſhly 


wiſdom, but by the grace of God, we 
have had our converfation in the world, 
and more abundantly to you-wards. 

+ 13 For we write none other things un- 
to you, than what you read or acknow- 
ledge , and I truſt you {halt acknowledge 
evento the end. 

14 As alfo you have acknowledged us 
in part, that we are your rejoicing, eve 
as ye alſo are ours in the day of the * 
Jeſus. 

15 And in this confidence I was mind- 
ed to come unto you before, that you 
might have a ſecond benefit: 

16 And to paſs by you into Macedonia, 
and to come again out of Macedonia un- 
to you, and of you to be brought on my 
way toward Judea. 

17 Whenl therefore was thus minded , 
did I uſe lightneſs 2 or the things that L 
purpoſe, do I purpoſe according to the 
fleſh, that with me chere ſhould be yea, 
yea, and nay, nay ?

3 And this will we do, if God permit. 

4 For it is impoſſible for thoſe who 
were once enlightened, and have taſted 
of the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the holy Ghoſt. 

5 And have taſted the good Ro of 
God, and the powers af the world to 


Come; 


6 If they ſhall fall away,to renew them 

again unto repentance : ſeeing they cruci- 
fy to themſelves the San of God afreſh, 
and put m to an open ſhame. 

7 For the earth which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and bring- 
eth forth herbs meet for them by whom 
it is dreſſed, receiveth bleihpg from 
God: 

$ But that which bearerk thorns and 
briars , #5 rejected » and is nigh unto cur- 
ſing; whoſe end is to be burned. 


9 But, beloved, we are perſuaded bet- 


ter things of you, and things that accom- 
pany ſalvation though we thus ſpeak. 

10 Fox God ic not unrighteous, to for- 
get your work and labour af love, which 
ye have ſhewed toward his name, in that 
ye have miniſtered to the ſaints, and do 
miniſter. 

1 And we deſire that every one of you 
do ſhew. the ſame diligence , to the full 
aſſurance of hope unto the end: 

9. That ye be not ſlothfub but follow - 
ers of them, who through faith and pa- 
tience inherit the promiſes. 

13 For when God made promiſe to A- 


brakiains becauſe he could ſwear by n 


greater, he ſware by himſelf, 
14 Sayings 


a. - 
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14 Saying, Surely, bleſſing, Iwill bleſs 
thee, and multiplying, I will multiply 
thee.

15 And fo after he had patiently en- - 


dured, he obtained the promiſdG. 
16 For men verily ſwear by the great- 

er: and an oath for confirmation is to 
them an end of all ſtrife. | 

1 Wherein God willing more abun- 
dantly to ſhew unto the heirs of promiſe 
the immutability of his counſel, confirmed 
it by an oath : h : 

4+ 18 That by two immurable things, in 
which it was impoſſible for God to lie, 
we might have a ſtrong confolation, who 
have ſled for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope ſet before us: a Bro, 

19 Which hope we have as an anchor 
of the ſoul, both ſure and ſtedfaſt, and 
which entereth in to that within the vail, 

20 Whither the foreynnner is for us 
entered, even Jeſus , made an high prieſt 
for ever after the order of Melchiſedec. 

| CHAP. VII. 

1 Chriſt Jeſus is à prieft after the order 
of Melchiſedec, n and ſo far more ex- 
celleut than the prieſts of Aarons order. 
Fe this Melchiſedec king of Salem, 

prieſt of the moſt high God, who 
met Abraham recurning from the flaugh- 
ter of the kings, and bleſſed him: 

2 To whomalto Abraham gave atenth 
part of all: firft being by interpretation 
king of righteouſneſs, and after that alſo 
king o? Salem, which is king of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, 
without deſcent, having neither begin- 
ning ot days, nor end of life; but made 
like unto the Son of God, abideth a 
prieſt, continually. _ | 

4 Now conſider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch A- 
braham gave the tenth of the ſpoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the ſons of 
Levi, who receive the office of the prieſt- 
hood, have a commandment to take tithes 
of the people according to the law, that 
is of their* brethren , though they come 
out ofthe loins of Abraham: 


—_— 


and bleſſed him that had the promiſes. 
7 And without all contradiction , the 
lels is bleſſed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes: 
but there he receiverhthem, of whom it is 
witneſſed that he liveth. \ 

9 And as I may fo ſay, Levi alſo who 
receiyeth tithes, payed tithes in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Melchiſedec mer him. 

u If therefore perfection were by 
the Levitical prieſthood, (for under it 
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the people received the law) what fur- 
ther need was there that another prieſt 
ſhould riſe after the order of Melchiſe- 
dec, and not be called after the order of 


Aaron? 0 


12 For the prieſthood being changed, 
there is made of neceility a change alfo 


ofthe law. 


13 For he of whom theſe things are 
ſpoken ,.pertaineth to another tribe © 
which no man gave attendance at the al- 
tar. 

14 For ie is evident that our Lord ſprang 
out of Juda; of which tribe Moſes ſpake 
nothing concerning prieſthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the ſimilitude of Melchiſedec 
there ariſeth another prieſt. ; 

16 Whois made not after the law ofa 
carnat commandment, but after the power 


of an endleſs life. 


17 For he teſtiſieth, Thou art a prieſt 
for ever after the order of Melchiſedec. 

18 For there is verily a diſannulling of 
the commandment going before, for the 
weakneſs and unprofitableneſs thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing perfect, 
bur the bringing in ofa better hope did; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God. 

20 And inaſmuch as not without an 
oath he was made prieſt, 

21 (For thoſe prieſts were made with- 
out an oath: but this with an oath, 
by him that ſaid unto him, The Lord 
ſware, and will not repent, Thou art a 
prielt for ever after the order of Melchi- 
ſedec ). | ; 

22 By ſo much was Jeſus made a ſurety 
of a better teſtament. | 

23 And they truly were many. prieſts, | 
becauſe they were not ſuffered to conti- 
nue by reaſon of death: 

24 But this man, becauſe he continu- 
eth ever, hath an unchangeable prieſt- 
hood. SEC es e 

25 Wherefore he is able alſo to ſave 
them to the uttermoſt, that come unto 
God by him, ſeeing he ever liveth to 


l make interceſhon for them. 
6 But he whoſe deſcent is not counted 


from them, received. tithes of Abraham, 


26 For ſuch an high prieſt became us, 
who is holy, harmleſs, undefiled, ſeparate 
from ſinners, and made higher than the 
heavens; ' = 

2) Who needeth not daily, as thoſe 
high prieſts , to offer up ſacrifice , firſt 
for his own fins, and them for the peo- 
ples: for this he did once, when he offer- 
ed up himſelf. 

28 For the law maketh men high 
prieſts, which have infirmity ; but the 
word of the oath which was ſince the law, 
maketh the Son, who is conſecrated for 


evermore.

4 For if he were on earth, he ſhould.

5 Who ſerve unto the example and 
ſhadow of heavenly things, as Moſes was 
admoniſhed of God, when he was about 
to make the tabernacle. For fee ( faith 
he) that thou make all things accord- 
ing to the pattern ſhewed to thee in the 


mount. 


6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent miniftry ,- by how much alſo 
he is the mediator of a better covenant, 
which was eſtabliſhed upon berrer pro- 
mites. Y 

7 For if that firſt covenant had been 
_ faultleſs, then ſhould no place have been 
ſought for the ſecond. . 

8 For finding fault with them, he 
ſaith, Behold, the days come (faith the 
Lord) when 1 will make a new cove- 
nant with the houſe of Iſrael, and with 
the houſe of Judah : 

9 Nor according to the covenant that 
I made with their fathers, in the day 


 whea I took them by the hand, to lead 


them our of the land of Egypt: be- 
cauie they continued not in my cove- 
nant, and I regard them not, ſafth the 
Lord. 2 
10 For this is the covenant that I will 
make with the houſe of Iſrael after thoſe 
days ſaith the Lord; Iwill put my laws

6 Now when theſe things were thus 
ordained , the prieſts went always in 
the firſt tabernacle, accompliſhing. the 
ſervice of God: 

7 But into the ſecond went the high 
prieſt alone once every year, not with- 
out blood which he offered for him- 


- ſelf, and for the errors of the peo- 


Ne. 
8 The holy Ghoſt this ſignifying, that 
the way into the holieſt of ali was not 
yet made manifeſt , while as the firſt 
tabernacle was yer ſtanding : PL 
9 Which was a figure for the tim 
then preſent, in which were offered both 


gifts and ſacrifices, that could not make 
him that did the ſervice perfect as per- | 


taining to the conſcience. 

10 Which flood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers waſhings ,-and carnal 
ordinances impoſed on them until the 
time of reformation. - | 

u But Chriſt being come an high prieſt 
of good things to come, by a greater. 
and more perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to ſay, nor of this 
building; | 2 
12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he entered 
in once into the holy place, having ob- 
tained eternal — for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls, and of 
goats, and the aſhes of an heifer ſprink - 


ling the unclean, ſanctifieth to the puriſy- 


ing of the fleſh. 93 
14 How mueh more ſhall the blood of 
Chriſt, who through the eternal Spirit, 
offered himſelf without ſpot to God, 
6 purge 
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purge your conſcience from dead works 

to ſerve the living God? 

15 And for this cauſe he is the Me- 
' diator of the new teſtament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption of the 
transgreſſions that were under the firſt 
teſtament, they which are called might 
receive the promiſe of eternal Hines 
an ce. 

16 For where a ente TY there 
muſt alſo of neceſſity be the death of the 
teſtator. 

1 For a reftament is of ſores” afrer men 
| are dead: otherwiſe it-is of no ſtrength 
at all while the teſtator liveth. 

18 Whereupon, neither the firſt teſta- 
ment was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moſes had ſpoken every 
precept to all the people, according to 
the law, he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, with water, and ſcarlet wooll, 
and hyſſop, and ſprinkled both the book 

and all the people, 
_ Revit,” This # is the blood of the 
teſtament which God hath enjoined unto 
ou. 
: 2t Moreover , he ſprinkled Illcewiſe 
with blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the veſſels of the miniſtry. 
22 And almoſt all things are by rhe law | 


purged with blood; and without ſhed» 


ding of blood is no remiſſion. 

23 It was therefore neceſſary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens ſhould 
be purified with theſe; but the heavenly 
things themſelves with better facrinces 
than theſe. 

24 For Chriſt is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true: but into heaven 
itſelf, now to appear in the preſence of 
God for us: 

25 Nor, yet that he ſhould offer him+ 
ſelf often, as the high prieſt entereth into 
the holy place, every year with blood of 
others: 

26 (For chen muſt he often have ſuf 
fered fince the foundation of the world) 
bur now once-in the end of the world, 
hath he appeared to put away fur by the 
ſacrifice of himſelf, 

27 And as it is appointed unto-men 
onee to die, but after this the judge- 

ment: 

238 So Chriſt was once offered to bear

5 Wherefore, when he cometh into the 
world, he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldeſt not, but a body haſt thou 
prepared me: 

6 In burnt-offerings and Sacrifices for 
fin thau haſt had no pleaſure: 

7 Then ſaid J, Lo, I come (in the vo- 
lume of the book it is written of me) to 
do thy will, O God. 


8 Above, when he mad, Sacrifice, 0. 


offering, and burnt-offerings, and offer- 
ing for fin thou wouldeſt not, neither 
hadſt pleaſure gberein (which are offer= 
ed by the law); 

9 Then ſaid he, Lo, come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the firſts 
that he may eftabliſh the ſecond. 

10, By he which will we are ſanRified 


through the offering of the body of Jeſus 
Chriſt once for all. 


u And every prieſt ſtandeth daily mi- 
niſtring, and offering oftentimes the ſame 
ſacrifices, which can never take away 
ſins: 

12 But this man, after he had offered 
one ſacrifice for fins, for ever ſat down 
on the right hand of God: 

13 From henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footſtool. 

14 For by one offering he hath perfed- 
ed for ever them that are ſanctiſied. 

15 Mbereof the holy Ghoſt alſo is a 
witneſs to us: for after that he had ſaid 
before,

Abaddon, bur in the Greek tongue hath 
bis name Apollyon. 
u One wo is paſt, and behold there 
come two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the ſixth, angel ſounded, and,I 
heard a voice from the four horns of the 
golden altar, which is before God, 


114 Saying to the ſixth angel which had 


the trumpet, Looſe the four angels which 
are bound in the great river Euphrates. 

15 And the four angels were looſed, 
which were prepared for an hour, and 


a day , and a month, and a'year, for to 


ſlay the third part of men. 

15 And the number of the army of 
the horſemen were two hundred thou- 
ſand thouſand : and 1 heard the number 
of them. 

17 Aud thus I ſaw the horſes in the 
viſion, and them that ſat on them, ha- 
ving breaſt- plates of fire, and of jacin&, 
and brimſtone : and the heads of the 
Horſes were as the heads of hons; and 
out of their mouths iſſued fire, and 
ſmoke, and brimſtone. 

18 By theſe three was the third part of 
men killed, by the fire, and by the imoke, 


and by the brimſtone, which iſſued out : 


of their moutns. 
19 For their power is in their-mouth, 
and in their tails: for their tails were 


like unto ſerpents, and had heads, and 
* with them they do hurt. 


20 And the reſt of the men which were 
not killed by theſe plagues , yer repented 


not of the works of their hands, that 


they ſhould not worſhip devils, and idols 


of gold, and filver, and braſs, and ſtone, 


and of wood: which neither can ſee, nor 
Hear, nor walk: 


21 Neither repented they of their mur- 


ders, nor of their ſorceries, nor of their 


fornication, nor of their thefts.

AD 1 ſaw another mighty angel come 


down from heaven, clothed with a 
cloud, and a rainbow was upon his head, 
and his face was as it were the ſun, and 
his feet as pillars of fire.

ſea, and bis left foot on the earth,

$ And all rhat dwell upon the earth 
ſhall worſhip him, whoſe names are not 
written in the book of life of the.

10 He that leaderh into captivity , ſhall 
go into captivity: He that killeth with 
the ſword, muſt be killed with the ſword.

whitherſoever he goeth: theſe where re-

5 And in their mouth was found no 
guile: for they are without faulr before 
the throne of Gd. In 

6 And] ſaw another angel fly in the 
midſt of heaven, having the everlaſting 
goſpel to preach unto them that dwell on 
the earth, and ro every nation, and kin- 
dred, and tongue, and people, (9 

7 Saying with a toud voice, Fear God, 
and give glory to him, for the hour of his 
judgement is come: and worſhip him that 
made heaven and earth, and the ſea, and 
the fountains of waters. 

8 And there followed another angel, 
ſaying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that 
great city, becauſe ſhe made all nations 
drink of the wine of the wrath of her

9 And the third angel followed them, 
ſaying with a loud voice, If any man 
worſhip the beaſt and his image, and re- 
ceive hit mark in his forehead, or in his

10 The ſame ſhall drink of the wine 
of the wrath of God, which is poured out 
without mixture, into the cup of his in-

10 And the fich angel poured out his 


vial upon the ſeat of the beaſt; and his 


kingdom was full of darkneſs, and they 


gnawed their tongues for pain, 
n And blaſphemed the Ged of hea- 


ven, becauſe ot their pains and their ſores, 


and repented oy af their deeds. 
12 And the fxth angel ured out his 
vial upon the great river Euphrates; and 
the water thereof was dried up, that the 
way of the kings of the caſt might be 
prepared. 

13 And 1 Gw three unclean ſpirits 


like frogs come aut of the mouth of the 


dragon, and out of the mouth of the 
beaſt , and woe or mouth of the falſe 
prophet. 

14 For they are the. ſpirits of devils, 
_— miracles , __ 80 ome unto 
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the kings of the earth, and of the al 
world, to gather them to the battle of 
that great day of God almighty. | 

15 Behold ] come as a thief. Bleſſed 5: 
he that watcheth, and keepeth his gar- 
ments, leſt he walk naked, and they ſee 
his ſhame. z 

16 And he gathered ho together in- 
to a place, called in the Hebrew tongue, 
Armageddon. 

17 And the ſeventh angel poured out 
his vial into the air; and there came a 
great voice out of the temple of heaven 
from the throne, ſaying, It i is done. 

18 And there were voices, and thun- 
ders, and lighrnings; and. there was a 
great earthquake, ſuch as was nat ſince 
men were upon the earth, ſo mighty at an 
earthquake and ſo great. 

19 And the great city was divided into 
three parts, and the cities of the nations 


fell: and great Babylon came in remem- 


brance before God, to give unto her the

6 And l ſaw the woman drunken with 
the blood of the ſaints, and with the 
blood of the martyrs of Jelus: and when 
] ſaw her, I wondered with great admi- 
ration. 

7 And the angel ſaid unto me, Where⸗ 
fore didſt thou marvel ? 1 will tell thee 
the myſtery of the woman, and of the 
beaſt that carrieth her, which hath the 
ſeven heads and ten horns. 

g The beaſt that thou ſaweſt, was, and 
is not; and ſhall aſcend out of the bot- 


tomleſs pit, and go into perdition: and 


they that dwell on the earth ſhall wonder 


(whoſe names were not written in the 


book of life from the foundation of the 
world) when they behold the beaſt that 
was, and is not, and yet is. 

9 And here is the mind which hath wiſ- 
dom. The ſeven heads are, ſeven moun- 
tains, on which the woman ſitteth. 

10 And there are ſeven kings: five are 
fallen, and one.is, and the other is not yet 
come; and when he cometh , he muſt 
continue a ſhort ſpace. 

n And the beaſt that was, and is not, 
even he is the eighth, and is of the ſeven, 
and goeth into perdition. 

12 And the ten horns which thou ſaw- 
eſt, are ten kings, which have received 
no kingdom as yet; but receive power as 
kings one hour with the beaſt.

8 Therefore ſhall her plagues come in 
one day, death, and mourning, and fa- 
mine; and ſhe ſhall be utterly burnt with 
fire: for ſtrong is the Lord God who 
judgeth her.
